She was taken to Seo ul Natio nal 
Univ ersity Ho spital where do c­ 
to rs o perated o n her fo r six 
ho urs. 


She died 8 4 ho urs after the 
sho o ting , with Park and the 
co uple’s three children at her 
bedside.

Surrender Of Island's 
Major Port Is Claimed 


By UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 
Turkish forces rolled up most of the northeast­ 
ern third of Cyprus today along the 65-mile “Attila 
line” and the Turkish Cypriot radio claimed the 
Greek Cypriot defenders of the island’s major port 
of Famagusta had surrendered. 
A U N. spokesman, however, 
denied the claim. UPI corre­ 
spondent Michael Keats report­ 
ed fighting in the streets of 
Fam agusta. 


American-built F4 Phantom 
jets of the Turkish air force 
pounded Greek Cypriot posi­ 
tions in the Fam agusta area 
and bombed near the northern 
port of Lefka, Keats reported. 
Keats said the jets reduced 
Fam agusta’s “Golden Mile” of 
resort hotels to flaming rubble. 


Greece, powerless to inter­ 
vene m ilitarily ag ain st the 
Turks and furious over what 
Greeks widely considered a let­ 
down by 
the 
United States, 
threatened to expel the 4,000 
U.S. troops based in Greece, 
according to a high official in 
Athens. 


Mortar and machinegun fire 
was still rattling in the Cypriot 
capital of Nicosia when acting 
Greek Cypriot President Glaf- 
kos Clerides called an urgent 
meeting of his advisers. Greek 
officials insisted he was not on 
the verge of caving in to Turk­ 
ish demands for a separate 


Turkish Cypriot enclave on the 
island. 


In Turkey, an ebullient P re­ 
mier Bulent Ecevit said the 
fighting on Cyprus was going 
“very well.” Western diplomats 
said Turkey's aim was to win 
on the battlefield what it had 
been unable to accomplish at 
the abortive Geneva peace con­ 
ference: to secure a third of the 
island for the Turkish Cypriots 
who number one-fifth of the 
island’s 700,000 people. 


In W ashington, 
P resident 
Gerald Ford was reported keep­ 
ing close tabs on the situation 
However, the United States and 
Great Britain were reported to 
have decided to keep hands off 
Cyprus for the moment. 


Even so, the U.S. guided m is­

A report by the staff of the

a crowded theater. 


The second of the gunman’s 
four bullets struck Mrs. Park 
Young-soo, 49. in the head as 
she sat near her husband on the 
stage of the National Theater. 
She was taken to Seoul National 
University Hospital where doc­ 
tors operated on her for six 
hours. 


She died 8*6 hours after the 
shooting, with Park and the 
couple’s three children at her 
bedside.

Bar Opposition Seen

HONOLULU (UPI) - The 
outg oin g presiden t of the Amer­ 
ican Bar Association is predict­ 
in g approval of a resolution 
opposin g leg al 
immun ity for 
former Presiden t Richard M.

The resolution before the 
ABA’s 340-member House of 
Deleg ates today does n ot men ­ 
tion Nixon by n ame. But Presi­ 
den t Chesterfield Smith said the 
measure resulted from Water­ 
g ate disclosures an d was draft­ 
ed by a committee with Nixon 
in min d. 


The resolution said, the ABA 
should con tin ue “its dedication 
to the prin ciple of fair, just an d 
impartial application an d en ­ 
forcemen t of the law reg ardless 
of the position or status of an y 
in dividual alleg ed to have vio­ 
lated the law.” 
In an in terview, at the ABA’s 
an n ual con ven tion Smith said, 
“The resolution should n ot men ­ 
tion an y on e by n ame. Althoug h 


it is aimed at the revelation s 
about Nixon , it en un ciates a 
g en eral prin ciple of law.” 
Smith predicted that a major­ 
ity of the members of the House 
of Deleg ates would approve the 
resolution , mak in g it the offi­ 
cial stan d of the ABA. “ But I’ve 
been wron g before,” Smith 
said. 
An other resolution callin g 
upon the ABA to “ resolve that 
the decision of the special pros­ 
ecutor w hether to prosecute 
Richard Nixon for crimes or 
misdemean ors should be based 
solely on a determin ation of 
whether he has committed a 
crim e or m isdem ean or for 
which he could be con victed” 
was rejected by the committee. 
In its report, the committee, 
chaired by William R. Smith 
Jr., Tampa.

Watergate Guard Is Honored 
PHILADELPHIA (UPI) — Frank Wills, the 
unemployed security guard who discovered the 
Watergate break-in June 17, 1972, said last night 
he was “happy to open the eyes of 
America.’’ 
Wills, 26, was honored by the 
Southern Christian Leadership Con­ 
ference which presented him the 
Martin Luther King Award at its 
17th annual convention. 
Wills, who has been rejected for 
five security jobs since leaving his 
$80-a-week job at the Watergate 
complex, said the Nixon resignation 
Wills 
“was one of the best things that could happen. It 
sets an example that we should investigate people 
who are running and keep a continuous check.’’ 
Wills, described as “Watergate’s Forgotten 
Hero” by the SCLC, said his friends had asked 
him to run for city council in Washington, D.C. 
but he declined. 


Base Overrun 


SAIGON (UPD — Communist 
forces backed by tanks overran 
a military base 17 miles north 
of Saigon and attacked two 
district capitals near Da Nang 
today, breaking a week-long lull 
in the Vietnam ground war. 
military sources said. 
The Saigon command said the 
attacks were beaten back and 
400 Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese soldiers were killed. 
The government said 15 of its 
own troops were dead.

CANBERRA (UPI) - The 
Australian government accused 
France today of setting off a 
fifth nuclear bomb in its cur­ 
rent Pacific ocean testing se­ 
ries that has scattered radioac­ 
tive fallout over A ustralian 
territory.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - With 
P re sid en t F o rd ’s backing, 
House Republicans promised an 
effort today to cut a $20.4 billion 
mass transit aid bill almost in 
half 
The transit bill, which also 
contains a section that would 
allow bigger trucks on the in­ 
terstate highway system , is 
being termed a “budget-bust­ 
ing’’ bill by Republicans, who 
want to cut it to $11.2 billion. 
About half the money in the 
bill would go for capital im­ 
provements and operation of 
transit systems in the nine ci­ 
tie s that now have rail or sub­ 
way commuter lines. 


Rocket Attack 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 
(UPI) — Communist gunners 
today launched one of the heav­ 
iest rocket attacks of the year 
on Phnom Penh. 


At least 35 Chinese-built 
107mm rockets fell on the city 
and preliminary police reports 


showed seven persons were 
killed and 47 others wounded, 
most of them civilians. 


The attack came shortly be­ 
fore President Lon Nol renewed 
his call for peace talks with the 
insurgents and asked for an end 
to the sufferings of the Cambo­ 
dian people. 


Town Kept Dark 


BELFAST (UPI) - Half of 
the Northern Ireland town of 
Newry was without electricity 
today because m aintenance 
crews refused to fix a power 
cable break after the outlawed 
Irish Republican Army threat­ 
ened to shoot repairmen. 


The IRA said electrical work­ 
ers have helped the British 
army by turning off power in 
certain areas to provide a cover 
of darkness for British soldiers 
and threatened to kill repair­ 
men. 


The blackout in the town. 30 
miles south of Belfast, affected 
over 700 homes and two hospi­ 
tals. Town officials said the 
outage endangered patients’ 
lives. 


Kissinger Critic 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Rabbi 
Meir Kahane, former leader of 
the m ilitant Jewish Defense 
League, yesterday said Secre­ 
tary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger would be the target of a 
series of demonstrations be­ 
cause of Kissinger’s handling of 
the Mideast crisis and his al­ 
leged failure to aid Soviet Jews. 


“ It's about time the myths of 
Kissinger as savior of Israel 
and the free world are punc­ 
tured," Kahane declared as 100 
chanting, singing and sign-car­ 
ry in g su p p o rters p ressed 
around him upon his arrival at 
Kennedy Airport from Tel Aviv. 


Kahane, who faces arm s 
smuggling charges in Israel, 
did not say when the demon­ 
stration would be held.

N o G a s Price D ip Seen 


By O i l C o m p a n y O ffic ia ls 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Officials 
of major oil companies today 
scoffed at predictions of a dip 
in gasoline prices in coming 
months of up to six or seven 
cents a gallon. But an independ­ 
ent producer was slightly more 
optimistic. 
Treasury Secretary William 
E Simon predicted the drop in 
gasoline prices based on three 
conditions: that crude oil sup­ 
plies continue to rise, that the 
Arab nations do not reduce 
production and that world mar­ 
ket prices are not raised arbi­ 
trarily. 
But officials of Exxon, Shell 
and Gulf oil companies said 
they doubted Simon’s predic­ 


tions would come true. Howev­ 
er, George Mitchell, president 
of the Texas Independent Pro­ 
ducers and Royalty Owners As­ 
sociation, said price decreases 
probably would be in the one to 
two cent per gallon range. 
Simon told reporters in Wash­ 
ington that economic pressures 
could reduce petroleum prices 
by as much as $3 a barrel, 
which he translated into reduc­ 
tions of up to seven cents a 
gallon at service stations. 
“Secretary Simon's estimate 
that gasoline prices might fall 
two or three cents a gallon for 
each dollar reduction in the 
weighted average price of all 
crude oil appears to be based 


Bar Opposition Seen 
For Nixon Immunity 


HONOLULU (UPI) - The 
outgoing president of the Amer­ 
ican Bar Association is predict­ 
ing approval of a resolution 
opposing legal immunity for 
former President Richard M. 
Nixon. 


The resolution before the 
ABA’s 340-member House of 
Delegates today does not men­ 
tion Nixon by name. But Presi­ 
dent Chesterfield Smith said the 
measure resulted from Water­ 
gate disclosures and was draft­ 
ed by a committee with Nixon 
in mind. 


The resolution said, the ABA 
should continue “its dedication 
to the principle of fair, just and 
impartial application and en­ 
forcement of the law regardless 
of the position or status of any 
individual alleged to have vio­ 
lated the law.” 
In an interview, at the ABA’s 
annual convention Smith said, 
“The resolution should not men­ 
tion anyone by name. Although 


it is aimed at the revelations 
about Nixon, it enunciates a 
general principle of law.” 
Smith predicted that a major­ 
ity of the members of the House 
of Delegates would approve the 
resolution, making it the offi­ 
cial stand of the ABA. “But I’ve 
been wrong before,” Smith 
said. 
Another resolution calling 
upon the ABA to “resolve that 
the decision of the special pros­ 
ecutor whether to prosecute 
Richard Nixon for crimes or 
misdemeanors should be based 
solely on a determination of 
whether he has committed a 
crim e or m isdem eanor for 
which he could be convicted” 
was rejected by the committee. 
In its report, the committee, 
chaired by William R. Smith 
Jr., Tampa, Fla., said that res­ 
olution ’’would deny to the citi­ 
zen in question considerations 
to which others similarly situat­ 
ed are entitled, no matter what 
their station may be.” 


on the assumption that the en­ 
tire crude costs can be ab­ 
sorbed by one product —gaso­ 
line,” a Gulf Oil spokesman 
said.

Shell and Exxon spokesmen 
said there are too many uncer­ 
tainties in the foreign crude 
supplies and prices to make a 
solid prediction on price de­ 
creases. 
“Since gasoline prices still 
are controlled by the Federal 
Energy Administration, any de­ 
crease in raw material prices 
will be reflected by lower prod­ 
uct prices,” the Shell spokes­ 
man said. 
“ Even if the conditions Mr. 
Simon cites prevails, Shell does 
not anticipate that a reduction 
would be in the magnitude of 
six to seven cents a gallon.” 
‘‘There is a good chance 
there will be a small drop 
because the competition is com­ 
ing on strong,” Mitchell said. 
“With the tremendous price in­ 
creases on the world market, 
there are surpluses of crude oil 
on short term s.” 
A Colorado gasoline industry 
official predicted a price war in 
the Denver area soon because 
independent gasoline dealers 
are underselling brand name 
outlets with the tacit approval 
of major oil companies. 
“You bet there’s a surplus of 
gasoline and it is going to 
unbranded dealers at less than 
wholesale,” said Al Hein, exec­ 
utive vice president of the Colo­ 
rado Petroleum Retailers Asso­ 
ciation. 


End Near For 
Ban On Gold 
Ownership 


WASHINGTON (UPP - Pres­ 
ident Ford has taken one more 
step toward ending a 40 year 
ban on gold ownership by U.S. 
citizens. 
Ford signed a law yesterday 
making it legal for Americans 
to buy and trade bullion as soon 
as the President gives the 
word, but no later than Decem­ 
ber 31, 1974. 
It is an open question whether 
ending the ban will touch off a 
new wave of speculation or 
whether investors will greet the 
news with a big yawn. The 
price of gold has been rapidly 
rising and bullion appears to 
have become a speculator’s fad 
and a way for investors to hold 
off inflation. 
One New York corporation, 
Samuel Weiss Co., promptly 
announced that it has approval 
from the New York Stock Ex­ 
change to act as a bullion 
agent. It said it was going to 
make gold bars of Vi, 1, 5, 10, 25 
and 50 troy ounces. 
Americans have been barred 
from owning and dealing in 
gold since 1934, in the law 
signed by President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt taking the nation 
off the gold standard. Most 
other nations have no such re­ 
strictive law. 
The only exception to the ban 
in this country is for industrial 
and artistic purposes and for 
personal use such as jewerly 
and coin collections. 
Ford took the gold action in a 
roundabout way, by signing a 
bill authorizing $1.5 billion is

Ford will 
likely follow this outline and 
give the go-ahead sometime 
prior to the Dec. 31 deadline 
On the free market, the price 
of gold soared past $200 an 
ounce earlier this year but has 
fallen since to about $152. There 
is speculation that investors 
who bought at less than $200 
hope to use a new surge of 
buying by Americans to unload 
their holdings at a profit. 
Others, however, say that 
gold is the only safe hedge 
against inflation and the price 
is likely to climb much further. 
Simon previously indicated 
that the government might try 
to temper speculation at the 
time the ban is lifted by selling 
off some of its $45 billion in gold 
stockpiled in Fort Knox. 
Since the world supply of gold 
is relatively small in relation to 
the demand, any dumping of 
official gold reserves on the 
world market could send prices 
plummeting.

He said any prospective juror 
who could honestly say he 
knows nothing about Waterg ate 
or had formed no opinions in 
the case would be “ so oblivious 
to national affairs” he would 
not be smart enough to serve on 
the jury. 
Another defendant, former 
Nixon campaig n lawyer Ken­ 
neth VV. Parkinson, filed papers 
opposing any delay. He asked 
instead that he be g iven a 
separate trial and that it be 
moved away from Washington 
Parkinson’s lawyers said he 
has only a “ peripheral attach 
menf" to his eodefendants, “ all 
of whom are politicians" rather 
than practicing lawyers as he 
is, and four of whom he does 
not even know He said his case 
could bo wrapped up at a sepa­ 
rate trial within a month. 
The trial of the “ Waterg ate 
Six" also includes Robert C. 
Mardian and Gordon Strachan. 
Haldeman also arg ued that 
Nixon’s release of the crucial 
June 23, 1972, tape of their 
discussion limiting the FBI’s 
early Waterg ate investig ation 
severely damag ed his case 
"With the complete impreg ­ 
nation of the public mind by the 
continuous reporting of alleged 
proofs of g uilt on the part of 
this defendant, a fair trial by 
an intellig ent jury cannot be 
obtained at this time."

An Outbreak 


Of Malaria 


Is Reported 


MARYSVILLE (AP) - State 
and federal health officials say 
they are trying to stop an out­ 
break of malaria in three 
Northern California farm coun­ 
ties, the first such outbreak in 
the state since 1958. 


Five cases of malaria have 
been reported recently in Butte, 
Sutter and Yuba counties, said 
Stephen Foster, a spokesman 
for the State Department of 
Health. 


'They're attempting to track 
it down,” he said. “ Apparently, 
there is an individual or indi­ 
viduals who were infected while 
outside the country.”

Oklahoma Gov. David Hall, 
citing estimated losses of a half 
billion dollars in his state alone, 
yesterday asked the federal 
government to extend drought 
disaster designation to the en­ 
tire state. 
“The impact on the economy 
of Oklahoma is and will contin­ 
ue to be disastrous,” Hall said.

If is one thing to giv e an assistant 
professor earning *12.000 a y ear a 5.4 per 
cent raise to adju st for cost of liv ing.

College Needs To Cut 
Down On Expenses 


It was shock ing to read that the College 
of Marin is going to req u ire a tax hik e of 
3 cents per $100 assessed v alu ation ov er 
and abov e the enorm ou s raise in the 1974 
reappraisal of property by ou r cou nty 
assessor. Mu ch of Mill Valley property 
has been reappraised u pw ard 40 per cent 
and more. 
The resu lt of this one item m eans that, 
to this tax pay er, the cost of the com m u ni­ 
ty college will increase by 65 per cent 
ov er last y ear — in actu al dollars, $71.8 3 
more per y ear.

Nations Participate In U.N. 
But Refuse To Pay Dues

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The cou ntries 
of the world point to their participation in 
the United Nations to su ggest their own 
h u m anitarian impu lses. 
Bu t when it comes to pay ing the U.N. 
assessed du es, it is another m atter. 
The G eneral Accou nting Office, Con­ 
gress' fiscal watchdog agency , recently 
u ndertook a rev iew of United N ations’ 
finances and U.S. efforts to help correct 
the situ ation. 
It fou nd that as of the end of last y ear, 
92 nations owed more than $204 million in 
assessm ents, $132 million for the world 
organization’s peacek eeping activ ities in 
the Middle E ast and the Congo in the 
midl9 50s and early 19 60s. 


P E A C E K E E P IN G , O F COURSE, has 
been the U.N. activ ity most people hav e 
pinned their hopes on. 


Bu t when the organization lev ied the 
assessm ents, sev eral nations q u estioned 
their legality and, despite a ru ling in the 
U .N 's fav or by the International Cou rt of 
Ju stice, continu ed to refu se to pay .

U.C. Regents G 
Benefits Budget

Although regents and top m anagem ent 
of 
the 
U niversity 
of 
C alifornia 
have 
com plained bitterly from tim e to tim e of 
ihe failures of Gov. Ronald Reagan and 
Finance D irector V erne O rr to recognize 
the financial needs of the university, they 
have consistently acted in a m anner not 
likely to win public sym pathy for their 
com plaints. 
For instance, at th eir latest m eeting 
the regents voted a 7.5 per cent salary 
increase for President C harles J. Hitch, 
.although the salary in crease for universi­ 
ty em ployees voted by the Legislature, 
with the governor's approval, was only 
5.4 per cent 


It is one thing to give an assistant 
professor earning $12.000 a y ear a 5.4 per 
cent raise to adjust for cost of living. 
That is only about five bucks a week 
a fte r deductions. But for Hitch, whose 
$55.000 annual salary was already $6,000 
m ore than that paid the governor, it 
m eans close to a $100 a week, which is 
m ore than m any, paying the taxes to 
provide the salary, earn. 


THOSE FAMILIAR with governm ent 
know that the inequity doesn't stop with 
Hitch Having raised his salary , it can be 
expected that sim ilar raises, in excess of 
those granted the rank and file professors 
who do the p rim ary job in education, will 
be accorded the rest of the university top 
brass. 


T hese things m ight not be so much of 
an irrita n t to the public if everyone's 
sa laries w ere keeping pace with inflation. 
It seem s everyone is aw are that this is 
not 
the case excepting 
those 
at 
the 


ment to do something for us 
that we are unable to do for 
ourselves. 
Unmentioned, however,is the 
fact that we are able to do less 
and less for ourselves because 
we must pay more and more 
for government. Unmentioned 
is the fact that deficit spending 
by the federal governm ent 
causes a steady decline in the 
dollar's value, diminishing our 
savings, our real earnings — 
and, along with them, our abili­ 
ty to do things for ourselves. 


ALL OF US should apply the 
same test that President Ford 
says he will apply — and not 
just to candidates at the federal 
level. Increased state and local 
taxes also cut into our ability to 
do things for ourselves. 
Our incumbent candidate for 
Congress, John L. Burton, has 
a record as a big spending 
advocate while in the state 
legislature. 
Our incum bent 
state senator, Peter H. Behr, 
has a big spending record both 
as state legislator and as coun­ 
ty supervisor. Assembly candi­ 
date Michael Wornum has a 
record for big spending as 
county supervisor. 
Their opponents have not 
been in offices where they 
made the decisions on whether 
to spend for good causes (and 
votes) or to curb government 
spending for the sake of a 
stable economy. We need to put 
them “on the spot” to find out 
where they stand. 
“ It does no 
good to blame 
the public for spending too 
much when the government is 
spending too much,” said Pres­ 
ident Ford in his address to 
Congress. 
There is a corollary to that: 
It does no good to blame the 
government for spending too 
much if we keep returning to 
office those who promote and 
authorize such spending.

For it was at that sam e m eeting that 
the 
regents 
voted 
to 
use endow m ent 
funds to furnish Hitch and the chancel­ 
lors free housing, servants and en te rta in ­ 
m ent funds which had been slashed from 
the budget by the Legislature. 
The question raised by this action is, 
what are the students to be deprived of 
by this diversion of endow m ent m oney0 
And. 
if it 
was 
not 
being used, 
why 
couldn't 
it 
have been earm ark ed for 
som e of the things which the regents and 
Hitch are representing to the governor 
and the L egislature can't be done for the 
students because of a lack of funds? 
The only conclusion to be draw n is that 
as far as Hitch and the regents are 
concerned, the top officials are not to be 
deprived anything, even though it m eans 
the educational needs of the students 
m ust be sacrificed.

WASHINGTON WINDOW 
Nations Participate In U.N. 
But Refuse To Pay Dues 


By DAVID E. ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The countries 
of the world point to th eir participation in 
the United N ations to suggest their own 
hum anitarian im pulses. 
But when it com es to paying the U.N. 
assessed dues, it is another m atter. 
The G eneral Accounting Office, Con­ 
g ress’ fiscal w atchdog agency, recently 
undertook a review of United N ations’ 
finances and U.S. efforts to help correct 
the situation. 
It found that as of the end of last year, 
92 nations owed m ore than $204 m illion in 
assessm ents, $132 million for the world 
organization's peacekeeping activities in 
the Middle E ast and the Congo in the 
midl950s and early 1960s. 


PEACEKEEPING, OF COURSE, has 
been the U.N. activity most people have 
pinned their hopes on. 
But when the organization levied the 
assessm ents, several nations questioned 
their legality and, despite a ruling in the 
U .N .s favor by the International Court of 
Justice, continued to refuse to pay. 


In 
addition, 
another $72 million 
in 
outstanding dues relates to late paym ents 
and w thholdings by m em bers for som e 
regular budget item s to which they ob­ 
ject. 
A ttem pts to solve the problem from 
within the U.N. organization date to 1965. 
but have not yet been successful and. 
according to the GAO. “ the m ajority of

the m em bership has ignored the ch arter 
provision regarding th eir collective re­ 
sponsibility for the U.N. obligation. 


IN ITS REPORT, which was focused 
prim arily on the U.S. role in efforts to 
alleviate the United N ations’ financial 
problem s, the GAO generally praised the 
U.S. efforts carried out through the State 
D epartm ent. 
But the two agencies did disagree over 
the use of the collective responsibility 
clause of the U.N. ch a rter in relation to 
financial difficulties. 
“ Inasm uch as a political accom m oda­ 
tion will probably be required to settle 
the withholding co n troversy,” the GAO 
said, “ we recom m end that the secretary 
of state, in any such accom m odation, call 
upon all U nited N ations m em bers to 
reaffirm the basic principle of collective 
responsibility." 
But as long ago as 1965, the United 
States expressed its own reservation to 
the collective responsibility clause. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT has been 
p u sh in g in te rn a l b u d g e tin g im p ro v e ­ 
m ents, and. independently of the GAO, 
been pushing for reform at the United 
Nations. 
But. as both the GAO and State agreed, 
unless the principle of collective financial 
responsibility is honored, the United N a­ 
tions' survival “ as a fiscally viable orga­ 
nization is seriously p rejudiced."

Since the early '30s our educators have 
been teaching astronom ies in place of 
econom ics. Under their theory a little 
inflation is good, and debt spending by 
F ederal and local governm ents creates 
jobs and the general im provem ent of our 
society. As the debt grow s larger, you 
don't

because there is alw ays 
m ore and more money in circulation, and 
the debts alw ays stay in proportion to our 
ever cheaper dollar.

We should tell our teach ers, asking for 
a 15 per cent wage increase, that this is 
no longer the fad and to get back to 
econom ics.

We 
have seen the success of housewives

Latest Khadafy Turnabout 
Aligns Libya With USSR

E ast, 
none 
has 
turned 
m ore 
dizzily than the affairs of Libya since the 
takeover by revolutionary young officers 
led by Col. M oam m ar Khadafy. 
Since Septem ber. 
1969, Khadafy has 
proclaim ed unity 
with, am ong others, 
Egypt, the Sudan. Tunisia. M alta and 
Uganda. 
Best publicized of these love affairs 
was the proclam ation of unity with Egypt 
announced in a joint com m unique on 
Aug. 2. 1972. It declared that K hadafy 
and Egyptian P resident Anw ar Sadat had 
agreed on the union of their two coun­ 
tries. 


YET WHAT DID WE HEAR on Aug 7, 
1974. two years late r alm ost to the d a y 0 
Sadat is accusing his erstw hile friend 
of plotting to blow up the presidential 
retreat in M ersa M atruh on the M editer­ 
ranean, of plotting to kill a prom inent 
Egyptian journalist and of dem anding 
return of French-built Libyan M irage jet 
fighter bom bers stationed in Egypt. 
A stiff note from Sadat to K hadafy 
noted 
the 
seem ing close coordination 
• between plans to blow up the M ersa 
M atruh guest house with word circulated 
by Libyan inform ation sources that a 
coup might be expected in Egypt on July 
23. 


AS EGYPT HAS SWUNG aw ay from 
both Libya and the Soviet Union tow ard 
closer ties with the United States, Libya 
and the Soviets have moved closer to­ 
gether despite bitter ideological d iffer­ 
ences. Sim ultaneously, K hadafy’s accu sa­ 
tions against 
the 
United States have 
grown more shrill 


How long this new rom ance will last is 
a logical m atter for speculation 
Khadafy frequently has annoyed Mos-

with 
his denunciations of Soviet 
policies in the Middle E ast and of m any 
M arxists. 
He supported Sudanese P resident Jaf- 
far N im eirv against an abortive Com mu­ 
nist coup in the Sudan and condemned 
the Soviet Union as a “ colonialist pow er" 
for its support of India against Pakistan 
in the Bangladesh w ar. As a show of 
disapproval he recalled his am bassador 
to Baghdad after signing of the Iraq 
treaty of friendship with Moscow. 
D espite these barbs there was good 
reason 
for 
M oscow's 
enthusiastic 
re­ 
sponse to K hadafy's unexpected over­ 
tures. 


LONG BEFORE MOSCOW gained its 
first real foothold in the Middle East with 
the distribution of a rm s to the Arab 
nations, it had sought to m ake Libya a 
base for its operations in the Eastern 
M editerranean. 
A fter World W ar II the Soviets sought 
to becom e one of the occupying powers in 
form er North African Italian colonies 
Among them was Libya. That move was 
blocked by the w estern allies. 
In M arch, 1972, the Libyans and Rus­ 
sians signed an econom ic and technical 
agreem ent which really never got off the 
ground.

May of this year, on K hadafy’s 
initiative, they tried again 
In a joint com m unique they pledged 
“every a ssistan ce" to the Palestine guer­ 
rillas. It furthered Soviet m oves to retain

Ford Assures Continuation 
Of Gastronom ical Detente 


One of Gerald Ford’s first 
acts as president was to ask 
Paul Delisle to stay on as 
maitre d’ of the Sans Souci 
Restaurant. As most people 
know, all the important govern­ 
ment decisions are made at 
lunch time at the Sans Souci, 
and the president felt it was 
essential to an orderly transi­ 
tion of government that no per­ 
sonnel changes should take 
place at the restaurant. 
A White House aide told me: 
“ We feel that Paul will serve us 
with the same loyalty that he 
served previous administra­ 
tions. The whole world is 
watching what we do, and I 
can’t think of a better way of 
instilling confidence than Paul 
remaining in this key post in 
government.” 


MANY AMBASSADORS who 
eat at the Sans Souci expressed 
delight at the news that the 
president asked Paul to stay on. 
“ We don’t know President 
Ford,” one told me, “ but we do 
know Paul and we can deal 
with him. I have already cabled 
my government that Mr. Deli­ 
sle will keep his maitre d’ post, 
and despite the changeover in 
government, our country can 
still be assured of a table.” 
Lawyers and high officials of 
the media were also pleased 
that Paul would stay on. One 
leading pundit said: “ In this 
grave hour of crisis the country 
needs continuity. By asking 
Paul to keep his position Mr. 
Ford is saying, ‘No matter 
what happens America will 
survive ’ ’’ 
As soon as the announcement 
was made I went over to see 
Paul to congratulate him on the 
appointment. 
He read a statement. “ I am 
proud and humble that the 
White House would ask me to 
remain in office. I promise to 
see that nothing but the prices 
will change at the Sans Souci. 
Despite the anguish of the past 
year and the shock that every­ 
one has undergone, we must 


never forget government offi­ 
cials still have to eat. We have 
to forget the past and look to 
the future. The Sans Souci 
stands ready to face th e chal­ 
lenge. I will now tak e q u es­ 
tions.” 


“PAUL, IT S EEMS to me 
your major problem is going to 
be to take care of President 
Ford’s aides who work at the 
White House. How will you be 
able to do this?” 


It will be hard at first be­ 
cause I won’t know who they 
are. Unless they make the res­ 
ervation in the name of the 
White House, I may make a 
mistake and turn them away, 
but as time goes on I will know 
where the power is and adjust 
my reservation list according­ 
ly.” 


‘But can you handle all this 
new business?” 
“ I believe I can. Many of the 
former Nixon aides are no long­ 
er in Washington, for one rea­ 
son or another, so their tables 
will be filled by the new re­ 
gime.” 
“ Will you still accept reserva­ 
tions from former Nixon people 
who have not been sent away?” 
“ Of course. They may have 
to wait until the present White 
House staff is fed, but as long 
as I am maitre d’ anyone who 
worked in the White House and 
can still afford it will be wel­ 
come. I still have customers 
from the Kennedy and Johnson 
administrations and, although 
they no longer have decision­ 
making powers, they get the 
same food as everybody else.”

Beef Prices Remain

were so jealously guarded that 
the women who created them 
would 
hang 
them 
on 
the 
clothesline lining side out, so 
they couldn't be copied. 
Deborah Kakalia, Hawaiian 
quilting expert now visiting in 
Marin, finds the openness of 
quilting en th u siasts here re ­ 
markable. “It is so nice for 
everyone to share this knowl­ 
edge,” she said. 
Mrs. Kakalia is sharing her 
knowledge of Hawaiian quilting 
at programs today and tomor­ 
row at the Marin Art and Gar­ 
den Center in Ross. The pro­ 
gram s — from 10:30 a.m. to 
3:3ft p m. — are sponsored by 
the Mill Valley Quilt Authority. 


MARIN’S FABRIC houses are 
dazzling, the quilter said, with 
a far greater variety of cloth 
available than in Honolulu. She 
has bought many yards of cot­ 
ton and polyester cotton to take 
home for her own use. 


The process of reverse appli­ 
que observed here was also new 
to her. since Haw’aiians create 
their quilts 
by the applique 
process, often using only two 
colors. The whole business of 
patchw ork, used by th rifty 
A m erican colonists and pi­ 
oneers to give bits of leftover 
fabric a new usefulness, is out­ 
side the Hawaiian experience, 
she said. When she goes home, 
she will experiment with de­ 
signs using scraps. 
Wives of missionaries began 
teaching island women to sewr 
in the 1820’s. The small supply 
of calico print scraps which the

England 
women 
had 
brought with them soon ran out. 
Bolts of bright colored cloth 
were available, and this may 
account for the unified designs 
where large motifs in applique 
are set upon a bed-size square 
of cotton. 


“ TH E 
KAPA 
KWICKI,’ 
(quilted blanket) uses tradition­ 
al designs that relate to the 
Hawaiian royal fam ily,” Mrs. 
Kakalia explained. In creating 
an individualized folk art, the 
women used flower and lei mo­ 
tifs, the Spanish comb tradition­ 
ally worn by the queen, a 
crown, the Hawaiian coat of 
arm s, the lamp on the palace 
grounds, and such natural sub­ 
jects as the ‘m ade lei,’ a vine 
used in royal ceremonies. 
The central design is outlined 


ing ocean waves, and is fre­ 
quently completed with a deco­ 
rative border. 
The Hawaiian flag also has 
special significance. When the 
last royal ruler. Queen Lili- 
uokalani was deposed and im­ 
prisoned in 1893, the Hawaiian 
flag could to longer be flown. 
Women of Hawaii, working in 
secret, created many quilts to 
preserve the treasured national 
emblem. 


“ If is ‘kapu’ (forbidden) to sit 
on a flag quilt, or on any of the 
symbols of royalty worked into 
a quilt," the visitor said. “How­ 
ever it is considered good luck 
for a fam dy m em ber to sleep 
under such a quilt." 


AS A PERSON of Hawaiian 
ancestry, Mrs. Kakalia is enti­ 
tled to membership in two Ha­ 
w aiian societies, the Koahu- 
manu 'which means feathered 
cape) for women, and the Hale 
o Na Alii (the House of Royalty 
Lodge) for both men and wom­ 
en. These groups are dedicated 
to preserving the old customs. 
At home, she is a teacher of 
quilting and also designs and 
makes quilts for clients. Her 
skills are all the more rem arka­ 
ble, since she taught herself to 
quilt after she was 4ft years old 
“ Many of my friends had 
inherited quilts," she revealed, 
“ but I knew I would have to 
make my own heirlooms.” 
Since it is traditional for each 
mem ber of the family to be 
given a personalized quilt, and 
Mrs. Kakalia has seven chil­ 
dren and 2ft grandchildren, she 
is continually working on those 
heirlooms.

“ ulu” or breadfruit design The 
breadfruit is a sign of progress, 
and means, “if you make one 
quilt, you will make another,” 
according to island lore. 
The question Mrs. Kakalia is 
most frequently asked here is, 
“ Why do you need quilts in 
Hawaii where the weather is so 
w arm ?" 
“ We are used to a warm 
tem perature in the islands, and 
when it goes below 70 degrees, 
we feel the cold,” is her an­ 
swer. 
Apparently the coverlet filled 
with cotton batting is just the 
right weight to ward off the 
chill from Pacific breezes and 
tropical rain squalls.

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School For Children 
With High Potential 


Hands On," school for high 
p otential children, will open 
Sept 
10 in Mill Valley, at the 
United Methodist Church. 
Open house for parents inter­ 
ested in enrolling their children 
in the new school will be held 
Sunday from 2 to 4 p.m. at the 
church. On display will be stu­ 
dents working with computers, 
animals and science equipment, 
some of the tools to be used at 
Hands On 
Hands On, said one of its 
organizers, is a school that will 
be a “ real hands on experience 
where students learn by doing. ” 
Using the “finest equipment 
available" and teachers with 
expertise in their fields, the 
school hopes to foster indivi­ 
dualized thinking, said Jessie 
Harsham of Tiburón, president 
of the Board of Trustees and 
one of the organizers of College 
for Kids at the College of Ma­ 
rin 


The school for youngsters 5 to 
9 years of age was designed 
especially for the high poten­ 
tial, intelectually gifted or very 
creative child, said Mrs. Har­ 
sham. 
The curriculum wdll include 
“all the normal subjects that 
every child is required to take” 
in school, “but th at’s the begin­ 
ning,” she said. A student will 
have the opportunity at Hands 
On to delve deeply into a sub­ 
ject that really excites him. she 
said 
“There’s no strict time 
schedule, she continued. Stu­ 
dents will be able to learn at 


their own rate through indivi­ 
dualized teaching. 
Mrs Harsham estim ates that 
there are 5,000 children in the 
county that have an IQ of at. 
least 132," a figure by which 
the state defines a gifted child. 
“ W'e do practically nothing for 
the high potential child" who 
can be our new leaders, she 
said. 
Students at the new school, 
said 
Mrs. 
Harsham, 
will be 
taught 
to “live in 
the real 
world” : for example, they will 
study the local system of jus­ 
tice by visiting juvenile hall 
and police stations, later dis­ 
cussing their observations. 


“ (If you) give kids what they 
w ant.” she said, “'they can> 
grab and run with it.” 
The school is also relying on 
parent participation and one of 
the requirements is parent in­ 
volvement with the school at 
least once a month. 
Elaine Reber of Greenbrae is 
educational director and one of 
the three teachers, her special­ 
ty being computers, computer 
m ath and physical science. 
Chris Johnson-Lvons of Nicasio 
will teach biology, social sci­ 
ence and “Surviving in M arin,” 
a class on backpacking and 
exploring the county. A third 
teacher is yet to be selected. 
Besides the teachers, a stu­ 
dent teacher and a parent, Mrs. 
Harsham said guest “teachers” 
will come each day drawing 
from such fields as astronomy, 
gymnastics and music.

Music Community Backs School

Music: Discuss contem porary 
styles and Marin County has to 
crop up. There probably are 
more rock and pop musicians 
per square foot here than any­ 
where else 
So it's a wonder that none has 
done it before, establish the 
kind of music school that can 
provide a focus, a cultural and 
intellectual center, for all this 
energy and talent to come to­ 
gether. A place where musi­ 
cian s can feel com fortable 
sharing their skill, experience 
and ideas. 
Perhaps it has been tried, but 
the kind of money and organi­ 
zational ability req u ired for 
such a project has not been 
there. Musicians, for the most 
part rom antics like other art- 
j>ts, deal in fluff, dream s, ab­ 
stractio n s. 
They 
push 
air 
around. W hatever self discip­ 
line and managem ent power 
they possess usually is spent 
keeping their own act together 
So it is with a considerable 
degree of enthusiasm that the 
local pop music community is 
getting behind a new venture: 
Family Light Music School. 
The physical facility itself is 
taking shape on Harbor Drive 
in Sausalito, where workmen 
and acoustical engineers are 


dividing up a form er design 
studio into classrooms, practice 
rooms and offices. 
Fam ily light brochures are 
seemingly everywhere that a 
musician or aspiring musician 
might be found, from music 
stores to bars and restaurants. 
What is impressive is the 
ambition of this effort. Promo­ 
tional m aterial lists 60 teach­ 
ers. In stru m en tal instructio n 
will include piano, flute, saxa- 
phone, fiddle, violin, cello, 
classical harp, voice, lute, zith­ 
er. dulcimer, mandolin, Indian 
woodwinds, percussion and, oi 
course, guitar, including bass, 
pedal steel and dobro in styles 
ranging from rock, blues and 
jazz to bluegrass and country. 
Pam ela Polland, professional­ 
ly known as singer Melba 
Rounds, will teach the art of 
performing. Frank Kofsky. with 
a doctorate in jazz history, will 
lead a course in black music 
history. Agent and m anager Di­ 
ane Sward will dissect the mu­ 
sic business. 
Also planned are courses in 
disc jockeying and recording 
techniques and even a class for 
roadies, those unsung heroes 
who transport from gig to gig 
the amplifiers, instrum ents, mi­ 
crophones and other gear that a 
modern rock band requires. 
Baton Twirlers Spin 
In San Francisco 


SAN FRANCISCO fUPIi - If 
you somehow got the idea that 
twirling a baton and tossing it 
high in the air is something that 
belongs in a nostalgia movie, 
then step into the San Francis­ 
co Civic Auditorium 


The United States Twirling 
Association is holding its Grand 
National Competition here, with 
3.500 twirlers from across the 
country, and some from Europe 
and Japan. 


Maybe their mothers were 
dream ing of happier days gone 
by when they started these kids 
in the suburban twirling school. 
But the lithe young ladies and 
young men who strut and twist 
as they zip their silver batons 
through the air are putting as 
m uch en thusiasm into their 
work as anybody did in the 
good old days. 


•‘This is the biggest meet 
yet " says Jack Crum, head of 
the association. 
“ It’s getting 
bigger all the tim e.” 


; Crum says nobody really 
jcnows how many boys and girls 
p re in baton twirling around the 
yountry but he said it is the 
biggest youth activity next to 
scouting. 


I C ontestants spend m onths 
practicing, maybe six or eight 
bours a day, getting ready for 
3he nationals. Then they have 


two minutes on the floor before 
the judges. 
Tiffany Lee, a pretty blonde 
8-year-old tw irier from Indian­ 
apolis, Ind., squats on the floor 
in her pink spangled tights. She 
has a tiny silver crown on her 
head. She is about to get her 
two minutes. 
Three other little girls rush 
up to Tiffany and hand her a 
vase with three carnations in it. 
Then each clasps her little fin­ 
ger in Tiffany’s little finger. 
T hat’s the good luck gesture 
among twirlers. 
Is dropping the baton a trage­ 
dy for a twirler? 
“ It’s only five-tenths of a 
point,” says B arbara Monte De 
Rey, of Sacram ento, Calif., the 
mother of tw irler Maria De 
Rey, 7. “ They are judged on the 
variety of their routine, the 
difficulty, speed, sm oothness 
and showmanship —20 points 
for each." 
The most disastrous event of 
the meet so far happened to 
Kira Cutler, 9, of Sacramento. 
She was in her final spin, her 
baton flying. In the last intense 
m aneuver to catch it, Kira fell 
and broke an arm 
That was two points against 
her. She will be back next year. 


The list goes on and on. 
Behind all this is Jan Tangen, a 
28-vear-old guitarist who has 
been performing and teaching 
since his college days in Berke­ 
ley 10 years ago. 
Tangen, a slight, wiry fellow 
with a Fu Manchu Moustache 
and enough nervous energy to 
power a set by the Rolling 
Stones, says the problem with 
most music schools is that they 
are, frankly, straight. G eneral­ 
ly, they 
aren ’t the kind of 
places that a working musician 
learning his craft playing the 
dance club circuit, for example, 
can step in and teach a course, 
take a few himself and talk 
shop with other players in the 
sam e circles. 
There are exceptions, Blue 
Bear Waltzes in San Francisco, 
prim arily a 
rock and 
blues 
school, 
and the Ali A kbar 
school in Fairfax, specializing 
in Indian music. But the direc­ 
tors of these have purposely 
limited their scope. 
T an g en 's m otto, inscrib ed 
meticulously with a fountain 
pen in the looseleaf notebook he 
carries to keep track of his ever 
mounting appointments, is that 
“ there are no lim its.” He truly 
seems to believe it, as the 
array of courses in his school 
catalog suggests, and, more im­ 
portantly, seems to infect those 
around him with his optimism 
and confidence. 
Over the past year, he has 
arranged the financing, found a 
building “ that felt right for a 
music school” and developed 
most of the curriculum, assist­ 
ed by Ginger Lee, a form er 
d an cer 
who 
m ost 
recen tly 
sharpened her adm inistrative 
and business talents m arketing 
women's fashions. 
Tangen, of San Rafael, was 
reared 
in 
Marin, graduating 
from San Rafael High School. 
As a boy, he was introduced to 
rock music through Elvis Pres­ 
ley, as so many his age were, 
and received his first guitar as 
a barm itzvah present. 
After high school, it was off 


to Berkeley, where he studied 
history at the University of 
California, dabbled in radical 
politics and discovered the 
blues. 
It w asn’t long before he aban­ 
doned plans to become a law- 
y er, m oved to W ashington, 
D C., and studied guitar under 
jazz great Charlie Byrd. 
Since returning to the Bay 
Area in 1966 he has continued to 
refine his chops as a m em ber of 
several musical groups, includ­ 
ing a four-month stint with 
Sylvester and His Hot Band 
Most recently, he played with a 
band called Change with broth­ 
ers David and Jon From er, the 
latter best known as the host of 
“Git Box Tickle,” a Bay Area 
television show aimed at intro­ 
ducing 
children 
to 
m usic 
through g u ita r playing and 
songs. 
Jon From er will teach chil­ 
dren’s guitar classes at Family 
Light, whose faculty is expand­ 
ing daily, according to Tangen. 
“ At first,” he explains, “ we 
decided the courses and tried to 
find the best teachers we could 
Then musicians started calling 
me, even 
before we had a 
building, with offers to teach 
this or that. The enthusiasm is 
overw helm ing and it keeps 
spreading. The school name is 
totally appropriate. 
It really 
has become a musical family 
venture.” 
P riv a te lessons a re under 
way and group instruction is 
scheduled to begin sometime in 
September, when renovation of 
the school building is finished. 
Already there are plans to 
open a nightclub, Fam ily Light­ 
house. which will showcase stu­ 
dent talent, and to expand the 
school to include dance and 
other arts. 
“ Projects like this usually do 
go broke,” Tangen acknowl­ 
edges. “ But this can’t m iss,” he 
says with a confidence he cred­ 
its to Erhardt Seminar Training 
test). “There’s so much happen­ 
ing, it’s hard just keeping a lid 
on it.”

Councilman Albert E Gately 
agreed. ‘‘Growth control is 
probably som ething we will 
need in the future, but I don’t 
see why we need another layer 
of administration. If any of it is 
a mandatory thing, it will get a 
poor reception from m e.” He 
opposed passing city authority 
to an area-wide review board.

Killer Storm In Venezuela 
Losing Force Over Mountains 


MIAMI (U P I) - Tropical 
storm Alma swept over north­ 
western Venezuela and began 
spending its strength against 
the mountain peaks today after 
claiming 48 lives and driving 
hundreds of persons from their 
homes. 


Officials in Caracas said most 
of those routed from their hous­ 
es lived along the eastern coast 
of Venezuela, where some of 
the 
sm a lle r 
a irp o rts w ere 
forced to close for sev eral 
hours as the storm passed. 


Meteorlogical authorities in 
C aracas said the winds dropped 
to gusts during the night and 
that by noon the storm will 
have left the mainland. 


Romulo Marin of the Venezu­ 
elan Air Force w eather office 
said there were reports of dam ­ 
age to housing in the Guiria 
area He said the roofs of some 
houses were torn off and some 
trees uprooted. 
At 9 a.m. EDT the disor­ 
ganized center of the storm was 
estim ated just east of Lake 
M aracaibo and was m oving 
west at 28 miles an hour. 
Forty-seven of the deaths at­ 
tributed to Alma occurred when 
an airliner crashed Wednesday 
on the resort island of M argari­ 
ta, off the Venezuelan coast. 
The other victim was killed 
when the storm swept across 
the island of Trinidad with 55 
ni p h. winds. 
Officials at the National Hur­ 
ricane Center in Miami down­ 
graded the storm to a tropical 
depression today after top sus­ 


tained winds dropped to 35 
m p h., with gusts of 45 m p.h 
Forecasters said no change in 
intensity was expected during 
the day but warned the system 
might become better organized 
tonight as it moves off the coast 
of Columbia into the southwest­ 
ern Caribbean. 
“ Gale force winds extend out­ 
ward 
about 75 miles in the 
northern sem icircle, but only a 
short distance to the south,” 
forecasters said. “Some further 
loss in strength is likely as the 
storm moves over the moun­ 
tains." 
The 9 a.m. advisory warned 
of locally heavy rain s and 
strong gusty winds along the 
coast of Venezuela and north­ 
e a ste rn Colom bia with flash 
flooding in the mountains. 
Small craft were warned to 
rem ain in port. 
Gale warnings were discon­ 
tinued for the Netherlands An­ 
tilles islands of Bonaire, Cura­ 
cao and Aruba, but remained in 
effect for the Paraguana Penin­ 
sula in Venezuela and the Gua­ 
jira P eninsula in Colom bia. 
The storm center was passing 
60 miles eastward yesterday 
when a Linea Aeropostal Vene­ 
zo la n a 
tu rb o p ro p a ir lin e r 
crashed into a hill on the Vene­ 
zuelan island of M arg arita 
while circling the Polam ar air­ 
port, apparently unable to land 
due to near zero visibility. 
"The only factor that could 
have caused it was bad weather 
in the region,” said an airport 
radio operator. “Visibility was 
almost zero and the plane was 


circling the field when the acci­ 
dent occurred.” 
Alma’s death toll rose to 48 
when a housewife in central 
Trinidad was fatally slashed by 
a sheet of galvanized iron as 
her home collapsed around her. 
Several other persons were in­ 
jured on Trinidad and damage 
was heavy. 
H u rrican e fo re c a ste r P aul 
Hebert in Miami said that in 
addition to its rapid movement, 
Alma's course is unusual. 
It is at a very low latitude. 
Very few storm s move along 
the coast like that. 
“Alma is barely a tropical 
storm. What is unusual is that 
it has m aintained itself at the 
rapid speed of 20 to 25 miles an 
hour. It is likely that the rapid 
speed has kept the storm from 
intensifying,” Hebert said. 
He said if the present course 
is maintained, the storm will 
strike the Venezuelan moun­ 
tains. “ It certainly won’t inten­ 
sify, it might weaken, it has a 
lot of land to cross. But it is 
possible for the storm center to 
stay over land and still have 
gale winds over the (Nether­ 
lands Antilles) islands.” 
If it continues westward be­ 
yond the Venezuelan peninsula, 
“it can reorganize. We have 
had cases where storm s have 
done this, others fall ap art,” he 
said. 
Alma 
is the first 
tropical 
storm since the 1974 hurricane 
season began June 1. It was 
first spotted Tuesday morning 
by a U.S. Navy hurricane hunt­ 
er plane from Puerto Rico.

Committee Report: Nixon 
Lied and Violated Laws 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In its 
final act on impeachment, the 
House Judiciary Committee 
concludes that Richard M. Nix­ 
on left the presidency for good 
reasons —he lied, violated laws 
and subverted the Constitution. 
The charges are spelled out 
in a report the panel will sub­ 
mit to the full House next week, 
explaining the actions it took on 
im peachm ent 
the 
past 
10 
months. laying out the evidence 
supporting the three articles of 
impeachment it adopted and 
offering conclusions on guilt. 
Nixon, faced with the certainty 
that he would be impeached 
and removed from office, re­ 
signed last week. 
“For more than two years, 
the President engaged in a 
course of conduct which in­ 
volved deliberate, repeated and 
continued deception of the 
American people,” the report 
said. 
The 
com m ittee 
m em bers 
have until the end of tod *.y to 
submit any additional or differ­ 
ing views to the report, which 
exists only in draft form. The 
193-page draft was circulated to 
the 38 committee members late 
yesterday. 
Nixon violated federal laws, 
the report said, “ by engaging in 
a course of conduct or plan 
designed to delay, impede, and 
obstruct the investigation of un­ 
lawful entry, on June 17, 1972, 
into the headquarters of the 
Democratic National Commit­ 
tee; and to conceal the exist­ 


ence and scope of other unlaw­ 
ful covert activities.” 
That course, the report said 
in a conclusion justifying the 27- 
11 committee vote on July 27 
for Article One charging ob­ 
struction of justice, “caused 
illegal surveillance for political 
purposes, and the concealment 
of responsibility for that sur­ 
veillance, obstruction of justice, 
perjury, destruction of evidence 
—all of which are crimes.” 


Such conduct, the report said, 
was “to the great prejudice of 
the cause of law and justice and 
subversive of our Constitu­ 
tion...” 
The draft outlined the evi­ 
dence supporting the abuse of 
powers article adopted by a 28- 
10 committee vote and said, 
“ The p a tte rn of conduct 
charged in Article Two consti­ 
tutes a repeated and continuing 
misuse of the powers of the 
presidency...” 
It added: “The abuse of a 
President’s power poses a seri­ 
ous threat to the lawful and 
proper functioning of the gov­ 
ernment and the people’s con­ 
fidence in it. It was for just 
such presidential m isconduct 
that the impeachment power 
was included in the Constitu­ 
tion.” 
So that future Congresses 
would have the power to carry 
through with the impeachment 
process, the report stated its 
case for adopting Article Three 
by a 21-17 vote, charging Nixon 


with failing to comply with 
committee subpoenaes. 


“Unless the defiance of the 
committee’s subpoenas under 
these circumstances is consid­ 
ered grounds for im peach­ 
ment,” the report said, “it is 
difficult to conceive of any 
President acknowledging that 
he is obligated to supply the 
relevant evidence necessary for 
Congress to exercise its consti­ 
tutional responsibility in an im­ 
peachment proceeding. 


“ If this were to occur, the 
impeachment power would be 
drained of its vitality. Article 
Three, therefore, seeks to pre­ 
serve the integrity of the im­ 
peachment process itself and 
the ability of Congress to act as 
the ultimate safeguard against 
im p ro p er p re sid e n tia l con­ 
duct.” 


The report, handiwork of spe­ 
cial counsel John M. Doar, will 
be submitted to the House next 
week as if Nixon had not re­ 
signed and impeachment were 
still going on. The House had 
planned to take up the articles 
next Monday, but now there are 
no plans for either approval or 
disapproval of the report. 
Committee Chairman Peter 
W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., has em­ 
phasized repeatedly that the 
report establish for history that 
the articles of impeachment 
were justified. “Tomorrow and 
tomorrow and tomorrow people 
will look back on how we han­ 
dled this,” he said. 


Bill Revived To Allow Larger 
Trucks On Nation's Highways 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Leg­ 
islation to allow bigger trucks 
on the interstate highway sys­ 
tem, once thought dead for this 
session of Congress, has been 
revived by the public works 
committees in both House and 
Senate. 
The House committee has at­ 
tached both big truck and wider 
bus measures to a $20.4 billion 
mass tran sit bill tentatively 
scheduled for debate today. The 
Senate Public Works Commit­ 
tee has agreed on a separate 
big truck bill. 
The Am erican Automobile 
Association wrote all House 
members, urging defeat of the 
section which would increase 
truck weights and lengths. 


Bill Is Signed 
Which Increases 
Congress' Funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Ford has signed a bill 
providing the $708 million need­ 
ed to keep Congress and its 
agencies operating through the 
current fiscal year. 
The Legislative Branch Ap­ 
propriations Act, signed yester­ 
day, will provide an increase of 
$46.9 million for Congress over 
the amount appropriated in fis­ 
cal year 1974. 
The Senate will get a boost of 
$9.5 million and the House an 
increase of $11 million. 
The increases will go for fed­ 
eral contributions to employe 
health insurance, expansion of 
House and Senate staffs and 
increased pay costs. 


“ Available evidence indicates 
that large trucks pose a grave 
threat to the safety of all driv­ 
ers,” said AAA official John de 
Lorenzi. 
Rep. William Harsha, R-Ohio, 
ranking Republican on the 
House Public Works Commit­ 
tee. argued that larger trucks 
would mean fewer trucks on the 
road, contributing both to safe­ 
ty and environmental consider­ 
ations. 
The House bill would increase 
the present maximum truck 
weight of 73,280 pounds to about 
90.000 pounds, which would 
have to be spread along the 
axles of a truck according to a 
“ bridge form ula.” Maximum 
axle weights would be in­ 
creased from 18,000 pounds to 
20.000 pounds for a single axle 
and from 32,000 pounds to 34,000 
pounds for a tandem axle. For 
the first time, there would be a 
federal length limit of 65 feet, 
although states could set short­ 
er lengths. 
In addition, maximum bus 
width would increase from 96 
inches to 102 inches. 
The Senate Public Works bill 
would deal only with truck 
weights, adopting the sam e 
axle weights as the House bill 
but with a maximum weight of 
80.000 pounds. 
Harsha, House GOP Leader 
John Rhodes of Arizona and 
GOP policy committee chair­ 
man Barber Conable of New 
York said in a joint news con­ 
ference that they supported the 
heavier truck weights. 
The news conference was 
called mainly to denounce the 
mass transit bill as inflation­ 


ary. Rhodes said he would rec­ 
ommend a presidential veto un­ 
less the dollar amount of the 
bill was not trimmed substan­ 
tially. Republicans plan to offer 
amendments cutting the bill al­ 
most in half — to $11.2 billion.

Eventually, if not im m ediate­ 
ly, he must decide on what anti­ 
inflation course he will p ursue. 
And that m eans he might of­ 
fend large segm ents of econom­ 
ic society, desp ite his desire for 
coop eration and m utuality. 


The 
schools 
of econom ic 
thinking today can be divided 
and subdivided more sharp ly 
than at alm ost any tim e in a 
decade or more. 
In the ex­ 
trem e, one side insists on an 
econom ic stra ig h tja c ke t, the 
other urges more freedom. 


This division is p artly the 
legacy of five years of exp eri­ 
mentation that led the Nixon 
adm inistration back to where it 
began — tight money, a sp end­ 
ing holddown, a balanced budg­ 
et. 


A lan G reen sp an , who was 
Nixon's choice to be chairm an 
of

of Economic 
A d vise rs, e x e m p lifie s th is 
uiinking. A rthur Burns, head of 
the Federal Reserve, does to a 
large degree.

Better Business Bureau 
Issues Warning On Firm 


Maurice Rappaport, a man of 
many aliases and enterprises, 
is back in San Francisco after a 
mysterious absence of four 
years, the Better Business Bu­ 
reau of San Francisco warned 
this week. 


Donald W. Schwartz, presi­ 
dent of the San Francisco BBB, 
identified Rappaport’s latest 
enterprise as Excel Health 
Foods at 4754 Million Street, 
which is operating without a 
permit from the San Francisco 
Bureau of Environm ental 
Health. 


Investigation by the Better 


Business Bureau showed that 
receipts or sales slips were not 
always given, prices were 
switched either up, for the un­ 
suspecting, or down, to get a 
sale, at the whim of Rappaport. 
Schwartz reported that the 
BBB files on Rappaport date 
back to 1966 when he attempted 
to establish his AAA TV Appli­ 
ances in Daly City. 
“ The Better Business Bureau 
of San Francisco has kept 
abreast of Rappaport, his alias­ 
es. activities and advertising, 
and has publicly advised con­ 
sumers and newspapers that 
caution should be exercised in 


dealing with any firm owned or 


operated by Maurice Rappa­ 
port,M said Schwartz. “ The bu­ 
reau is now again warning the 
public.” 


Among aliases used by Rap­ 
paport are Michael Howard 
Maury Rapo, Roger Benning 
Leslie Clifton, Michael Rafford 
Aaron Clark, R. Jordan, Mi 
chael St. John, Charles White 
Chester White. M Morris. Rog 
er Blair, Mike Arnold and 
James Morris. His businesses 
included appliances, television, 
perfumes, furniture, furniture 
rentals and films.

NEW YORK (AP) — Since the 
economy is the number one 
problem, 
President 
Gerald 
Ford’s honeymoon isn’t likely 
to have an indefinite run. 


Eventually, if not immediate­ 
ly. he must decide on what anti­ 
inflation course he will pursue. 
And that means he might of­ 
fend large segments of econom­ 
ic society, despite his desire for 
cooperation and mutuality. 


The schools of economic 
thinking today can be divided 
and subdivided more sharply 
than at almost any time in a 
decade or more. In the ex­ 
treme, one side insists on an 
economic straightjacket, the 
other urges more freedom. 


This division is partly the 
legacy of five years of experi­ 
mentation that led the Nixon 
administration back to where it 
began — tight money, a spend­ 
ing holddown, a balanced budg­ 
et. 
Alan Greenspan, who was 
Nixon's choice to be chairman 
of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, exemplifies this 
thinking. Arthur Bums, head of 
the Federal Reserve, does to a 
large degree. So does Herbert 
Stein, outgoing council chair­ 
man. 


But those economists more 
identified with the Democrats, 
such as Walter Heller. Otto 
Eckstoen and James Tobin, all 
advisers in the Kennedy-John- 
son years, disagree sharply. 


They suggest that modera­ 
tion. exceptions to the rule, 
special handling of sensitive 
issues such as housing — even 
a little experimentation — 
might still be called for, despite 
Nixon's failures in these direc­ 
tions. 
Perseverance in a tight mon­ 
etary-fiscal policy, they believe, 
might lead to social dislocations 
even more severe than those 
attributed to inflation, such as

joblessness, financial disorder, 
recession. 
In arriving at their conclu­ 
sions, each side sometimes uses 
the same reasons as the other. 
The Democratic economists 
argue that an overly tight mon­ 
etary policy would bring more 
financial disorder. 
Indications that the divisions 
are even more extreme can be 
gathered from the growing as­ 
sumptions of some legislators, 
businessmen and others that 
the entire policy of tight money 
may be counterproductive. 
This position is based on the 
assumption that inflation isn’t 
domestically generated nearly 
so much as it is caused by 
foreign events, such as oil 
prices, over which tight money 
has no restraining impact at 
all.

Q. My purpose in acquiring 
mutual funds is long-term 
capital growth for retirement 
in 15 years. I hold Price 
Growth, Edie Special Growth 
and Nicholas Strong Fund. I 
add about $1.200 annually to 
the first two funds but I have 
not added to Nicholas Strong 
since I bought it two and a 
half years ago. If I self now it 
will be at a loss. Should I 
switch any of these funds? —

A. Two of your funds, Edie 
and Strong, are speculative and 
thus highly volatile, exceeding 
market swings both in up and 
down markets. In the 18 months 
from June 1970 to December 
1972, the performance for the 
latter was a 230 per cent gain, 
with Edie showing a 102 per 
cent rise. The subsequent de­ 
clines (from 12/31/72 through 6/ 
30/74 were 44 per cent for Edie 
and 62 per cent for Strong. By 
comparison, the Standard & 
Poor's Average of 500 Industri­ 
als rose 73 per cent and 
dropped 23 per cent. 
In any case both funds seem 
to have strong recovery poten­ 
tial and this would not be the 
opportune time to switch out of 
them. 
Price Growth, with a quality 
portfolio, has a less dynamic 
but above-average performance 
record. However, with a sizable 
investment in this one fund 
already accumulated, I would 
suggest you hold what you now 
have and put new money into 
David L. Babson Investments 
for greater diversification.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
California Youth Authority said 
y esterday its y outhful offender 
population has become “ older, 
harder 
and more delinquent- 
oriented” as local communities 
put state-financinced probation 
supervision programs to work 


In a report released by the 
CYA, figures showed that insti­ 
tution “ w a rd s ” were being 
committed in greater numbers 
for violent crimes. Nearly 34 
per cent of those committed in 
19 73 were for crimes like homi­ 
cide, robbery and assault. 


In addition, three times as 
m any y ouths w ere c arry in g 
weapons when they were a r­ 
rested in 19 73 compared to 19 6 5. 
And 28 per cent of the “wards, ” 
which now average 18 y ears of 
age. have used alcohol to ex­ 
cess. 


“ They ’re getting older, har­ 
der and more delinquent-orient­ 
ed,” said CYA spokesman Art 
German. “ They are those from 
whom society needs p rote c ­ 
tion ” 


German said the figures re­ 
flect local efforts to keep less 
serious offenders in the commu­ 
nity where they are “ more easi­ 
ly dealt with.” 


U nder 
probation 
subsidy , 
counties in California are given 
funds to finance probation su­ 
pervision p rog ram s so that 
y outhful offenders not consid­ 
ered a threat to the public can 
be rehabilitated more effective­ 
ly in the community where they 
go to school, work and live 
German said the subsidy pro­ 
gram was created because of a 
“ cy cle of institution construc­ 
tion" that looked never ending 
“ Now, we're not building in­ 
stitution s,” he said 
“ W e're 
leaving the institutions for 
those who need that ty pe of 
supervision ” 
The report also showed that 
the number of y oung women 
sent to institutions had d e ­ 
creased from 15.8 per cent in 
19 6 5 to 8.1 per cent last y ear 
Criminal court commitments 
had also increased from 25 per 
cent in 19 6 5 to 46 per cent in 
19 73, while the number from 
juvenile courts totaled less than 
one-third that figure. 


Benefit Increase 
Agreement Told 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen­ 
ate and House negotiators have 
agreed on a 23 per cent in­ 
crease in educational benefits 
for Vietnam era veterans, the 
biggest 
increase since World 
War II 
If the Senate and House ap­

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
California Youth Authority said 
yesterday its youthful offender 
population has become “older, 
harder and more delinquent- 
oriented" as local communities 
put state-financinced probation 
supervision programs to work 


In a report released by the 
CYA, figures showed that insti­ 
tution “ w ards" were being 
committed in greater numbers 
for violent crimes. Nearly 34 
per cent of those committed in 
1973 were for crimes like homi­ 
cide, robbery and assault. 


In addition, three times as 
many youths were carrying 
weapons when they were ar­ 
rested in 1973 compared to 1965. 
And 28 per cent of the “wards,” 
which now average 18 years of 
age, have used alcohol to ex­ 
cess. 


•‘They’re getting older, har­ 
der and more delinquent-orient­ 
ed.” said CYA spokesman Art 
German. “They are those from 
whom society needs protec­ 
tion." 


German said the figures re­ 
flect local efforts to keep less 
serious offenders in the commu­ 
nity where they are “more easi­ 
ly dealt with." 


Under probation subsidy, 
counties in California are given 
funds to finance probation su­ 
pervision program s so that 
youthful offenders not consid­ 
ered a threat to the public can 
be rehabilitated more effective­ 
ly in the community where they 
go to school, work and live 
German said the subsidy pro­ 
gram was created because of a 
“cycle of institution construc­ 
tion” that looked never ending 
“Now, we’re not building in­ 
stitutions,” he said. “ We’re 
leaving the institutions for 
those who need that type of 
supervision ” 
The report also showed that 
the number of young women 
sent to institutions had de­ 
creased from 15.8 per cent in 
1965 to 8.1 per cent last year. 
Criminal court commitments 
had also increased from 25 per 
cent in 1965 to 46 per cent in 
1973, while the number from 
juvenile courts totaled less than 
one-third that figure. 


Benefit Increase 
Agreement Told 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen­ 
ate and House negotiators have 
agreed on a 23 per cent in­ 
crease in educational benefits 
for V'ietnam era veterans, the 
biggest increase since World 
War II 
If the Senate and House ap­ 
prove the agreement, it will be 
sent to the White House Form­ 
er President Nixon indicated 
the bill was inflationary and he 
would veto it, but there is no 
indication what position Presi­ 
dent Ford will take. 
The compromise was reached 
Monday and announced yester­ 
day. The legislation would also 
provide veterans with loans to 
supplement their monthly bene­ 
fits and would extend eligibility 
from 36 months to five school 
years.

Non-Lawyer 
Judges Hit 
By Ruling 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Only ju dges who are attorney s 
may p reside ov er crim inal 
trials for offenses p u nishable by 
a jail sentence, the California 
Su p reme Cou rt ru led y esterday . 
The cou rt held u nanimou sly 
that u se of non-attorney ju dges 
in su ch cases v iolated the de­ 
fendant’s du e p rocess of law 
u nless he had waiv ed that right. 
The ru ling will ap p ly only to 
trials which begin after the 
op inion is final in 30 day s. The 
cou rt ru led in the cases of 
Lewis Gordon, charged with 
distu rbing the p eace in Yu ba 
City , and Santiago Argu ijo, 
charged in Grov er City with 
dru nk driv ing. 
Both men objected to being 
tried 
in ju stice cou rt and 
claimed they had a right to be 
tried by a ju dge trained in the 
law. The Su p reme Cou rt agreed 
in an op inion written by Ju stice 
Lou is FI. Bu rke. 
The cou rt said that there was 
a reasonable likelihood that 
non-attorney ju dges wou ld be 
u nable to p rov ide a fair trial to 
defendants facing jail sen­ 
tences. It noted that althou gh 
the ju dicial cou ncil giv es a 
three-hou r ex amination to non­ 
attorney ju stice cou rt ju dges, it 
is far less rigorou s than a state 
bar ex amination. 
“ We also note the absence of 
any req u irement of college or 
law school edu cation in order to 
q u alify as a ju stice cou rt 
ju dge,” the cou rt said. 
The op inion p ointed ou t that 
non-attorne y ju s tic e c ou rt 
ju dges may continu e to fu nction 
in civ il cases and in criminal 
cases not inv olv ing a p ossible 
jail sentence. They may also 
serv e in eases in which the 
defendant or his cou nsel waiv e 
the right to disq u alify them. 
Non-lawy ers p reside in 129 of 
the state’s ju stice cou rts, locat­ 
ed in 49 of the state’s

Integration E ffo rt 


Proves Successful

MINNEAPOLIS - Not all 
school-integration efforts are 
massiv e and elaborate. High 
school sp eech and drama teach­ 
er Jack Litowsky is getting 
resu lts his own v ray — on a 
small scale and withou t fan­ 
fare. 


Combining the talents of stu ­ 
dents from two schools in two 
v astly different commu nities, 
Litowsky has su cceeded in ra­ 
cially mix ing both actors and 
au diences for the first time at 
Edison High here. 


His p roject is called “School 
and Commu nity Theater Two” 
— meaning two schools, two 
commu nities, two p lay s. The 
schools are Edison High, dev oid 
of black stu dents, and neighbor­ 
ing North High, which has a 38 
p er cent minority -grou p enroll­ 
ment, most of whom are black. 


For y ears the two commu ni­ 
ties, thou gh not in activ e con­ 
flict, hav e su ffered from racial 
m isu nderstanding. When p ic­ 
tu res from the p lay s ap p eared 
in the Edison y earbook, it was 
the first time in the school’s 
history that black faces p eered 
ou t from its p ages. 


“The barricades that hav e 
been broken down are tru ly 
incredible,” say s Litowsky . a 
teacher of 14 y ears — the p ast 
10 at Edison — who, coinciden­ 
tally , is a North High gradu ate 
of 20 y ears ago. 
In 1971 Litowsky did “ Dark of 
the Moon” and inv olv ed p eop le 
from the commu nity in techni­ 
cal areas. It worked well. Abou t 
this time p eop le began talking 
of imp rov ing the transition be­ 
tween ju nior and senior high 
school. .Also, Litowsky began 
thinking abou t a northeast com­ 
mu nity theater. 
“All these forces were work­ 
ing together in my mind,” he 
say s. “ Bu t then — and most 
imp ortant — the city 's school- 
desegregation ru ling took ef­ 
fect, and Edison was not inclu d­ 
ed in the p lans. I began to think 
that may be a p lay cou ld be a 
dev ice for integration.” 
It was tou chy grou nd. The 
concep t of two schools from two 
racially div erse com m u nities 
and one p lay , let alone two, was 
not looked u p on as a great idea 
whose time had come. “ Risky ,” 
"cou rting disaster,” “u nrealis­ 
tic,” and ev en "nontraditional’’ 
were some of the reasons u sed 
by the school administration to 
refu se fu nding and su p p ort for 
the p rogram. 
Hearing abou t the Gov ernor’s 
Cou ncil on Qu ality Edu cation, 
Mr. Litowsky drafted a p rop os­ 
al and sent it off, hop ing the 
cou ncil, ju st two y ears old and 
innov ativ e in p u rp ose, wou ld be 
interested 
It was. Of 227 p rop osals re­ 
ceiv ed. Mr Litowsky ’s was one 
of eight — and the only p er- 
forming-arts p rogram — fu nded 
for 19 73-74 
With a $9 ,000 grant, Litowsky 
and comp any (drama teacher 
Roger Mahn from North High 
was his associate) set abou t 
p u tting together a cast and 
crew for the first p rodu ction, 
giv en last December. 
The p lay they chose was 
“The Me Nobody Knows,” a 
su ccessfu l rock mu sical written 
by a grou p of inner-city black 
children in New York 
Peop le came, and not ju st 
from 
the North 
and Edison 
commu nities bu t from su bu r­ 
ban areas as well. More than 
1,000 p eop le saw the p rodu c­ 
tions at both schools, and the 
p ost-p lay reactions were 100 p er 
cent fav orable. 
In Ap ril the second p lay , “ Li­ 
lies of the Field,” was p resent­ 
ed on the same basis, three 
p erform ances at North and 
three at Edison, and again the 
p u blic resp onded with enthu si­ 
asm. 
Su ccess also was indicated by 
the fact that one cast member 
who attended classes irregu lar­ 
ly at North nev er missed a 
rehearsal or a p erformance and 
now attends classes regu larly . 
“ I t ’s 
been 
bea u tifu l 
to 
w atch,’’ Litowsky com m ents 
"You mu st rem em ber that 
many of them (Edison stu dents) 
had nev er encou ntered blacks 
before and hav e backgrou nds 
steep ed in Archie Bu nkensm. 
The ev entu al giv e-and-take in­ 
terchange was marv elou s. They

a ll seemed to adop t the atti­ 
tu de, ‘It’s how y ou do y ou r job, 
not who does it.’ ’’ 
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au dience,” he said. “ Yet ev ery ­ 
one agreed there were flaws in 
the show.” 
His assignment was to p in­ 
p oint the flaws and eliminate 
them before the series went 
into p rodu ction for the fall sea­ 
son. 
Fu ria, 44, had been a writer 
mu ch of his career and is the 
p resident of the Writers Gu ild 
of A m erica. He p rev iou sly 
p rodu ced "Ku ng Fu ” and had 
been an associate p rodu cer in 
the earlier day s of liv e TV. 
F u ria ’s im m ediate rem edy 
was to establish a believ able 
base for the show. He gav e 
George Ap p le a job as a minori­ 
ty owner of the newsp ap er to 
p rov ide a reason for his becom­ 
ing inv olv ed with p eop le. 
He took away the look of 
afflu ence, and he p u t in the 
normal conflicts of family life. 
They will not be at each other's 
throats bu t they will bicker and 
argu e. 
"Ap p le’s Way ” was the first 
resp onse to the su ccess of "The 
Waltons.” It sou ght to cap ital­ 
ize on its low-key drama and 
warm family ap p eal. The show 
was, in fact, created by Earl 
Hamner of “The Waltons.” 
CBS gav e Lorimar Produ c­ 
tions the go-ahead for the show 
on Nov . 1. It was ru shed into 
p rodu ction withou t a p ilot, with 
little p rep aration and the cam­ 
eras began to roll almost as 
soon as the first p age of the 
scrip t came ou t of the ty p ewrit­ 
er. 
That haste was immediately 
ev ident on the screen when the 
show p remiered Feb. 10. The 
show, p lainly , was ou t of focu s. 
The writers were not su re what 
direction to take, u ncertain 
whether they were writing for 
“ The W altons” or “ F ather 
Knows Best.” 
Fu ria sat throu gh all 13 


shows, looked 
throu gh the 
scrip ts to see how the material 
translated to the screen, then 
sat and brooded for a few day s. 


His conclu sion was that the 
show had an air of u nreality . 


“It wav ered on a tightrop e 
between a warm family dram a 
and a sitcom — in the worst 
sense of the word, jokes,” he 
said. “The show had not fou nd 
itself, which is a character dra­ 
ma. To do that y ou hav e to 
make p eop le real.” 


The way the show is p hoto­ 
grap hed was changed, too 
“ Before, I thou ght it looked 
like a situ ^ion comedy ,” Fu ria 
said. “The scenes were flatly 
lighted. The show was shot in a 
series of closeu p s, from one 
p erson to the nex t, like in a 
comedy , 


“ You stage and p hotograp h a 
cha racter dram a differently . 
There are su btle things that 
p eop le may not be aware of, 
bu t they are aware of the re­ 
su lts.”

Non-Lawyer 
Judges Hit 
By Ruling 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD - 
Only judges who are attorneys 
may preside over crim inal 
trials for offenses punishable by 
a jail sentence, the California 
Supreme Court ruled yesterday. 
The court held unanimously 
that use of non-attorney judges 
in such cases violated the de­ 
fendant’s due process of law 
unless he had waived that right. 
The ruling will apply only to 
trials which begin after the 
opinion is final in 30 days. The 
court ruled in the cases of 
Lewis Gordon, charged with 
disturbing the peace in Yuba 
City, and Santiago Arguijo, 
charged in Grover City with 
drunk driving. 
Both men objected to being 
tried in justice court and 
claimed they had a right to be 
tried by a judge trained in the 
law. The Supreme Court agreed 
in an opinion written by Justice 
Louis H. Burke. 
The court said that there was 
a reasonable likelihood that 
non-attorney judges would be 
unable to provide a fair trial to 
defendants facing jail sen­ 
tences. It noted that although 
the judicial council gives a 
three-hour examination to non- 
attorney justice court judges, it 
is far less rigorous than a state 
bar examination. 
“We also note the absence of 
any requirement of college or 
law school education in order to 
qualify as a justice court 
judge,” the court said. 
The opinion pointed out that 
n o n -atto rn ey ju s tic e co u rt 
judges may continue to function 
in civil cases and in criminal 
cases not involving a possible 
jail sentence. They may also 
serve in cases in which the 
defendant or his counsel waive 
the right to disqualify them. 
Non-lawyers preside in 129 of 
the state’s justice courts, locat­ 
ed in 49 of the state’s

WITHOUT FANFARE 
Integration Effort 
Proves Successful

MINNEAPOLIS - Not all 
school-integration efforts are 
massive and elaborate. High 
school speech and drama teach­ 
er Jack Litowsky is getting 
results his own way — on a 
small scale and without fan­ 
fare. 


Combining the talents of stu­ 
dents from two schools in two 
vastly different communities, 
Litowsky has succeeded in ra­ 
cially mixing both actors and 
audiences for the first time at 
Edison High here. 


His project is called “School 
and Community Theater Two” 
— meaning two schools, two 
communities, two plays. The 
schools are Edison High, devoid 
of black students, and neighbor­ 
ing North High, which has a 38 
per cent minority-group enroll­ 
ment, most of whom are black. 


For years the two communi­ 
ties, though not in active con­ 
flict, have suffered from racial 
m isunderstanding. When pic­ 
tures from the plays appeared 
in the Edison yearbook, it was 
the first time in the school’s 
history that black faces peered 
out from its pages. 


“The barricades that have 
been broken down are truly 
incredible,” says Litowsky, a 
teacher of 14 years — the past 
10 at Edison — who. coinciden­ 
tally, is a North High graduate 
of 20 years ago. 
In 1971 Litowsky did “ Dark of 
the Moon” and involved people 
from the community in techni­ 
cal areas. It worked well. About 
this time people began talking 
of improving the transition be­ 
tween junior and senior high 
school. Also, Litowsky began 
thinking about a northeast com­ 
munity theater. 
“All these forces were work­ 
ing together in my mind,” he 
says. “But then — and most 
important — the city’s school- 
desegregation ruling took ef­ 
fect, and Edison was not includ­ 
ed in the plans. I began to think 
that maybe a play could be a 
device for integration.” 
It was touchy ground. The 
concept of two schools from two 
racially diverse com munities 
and one play, let alone two, was 
not looked upon as a great idea 
whose time had come. “ Risky,” 
“courting disaster,” “unrealis­ 
tic,” and even “nontraditional” 
were some of the reasons used 
by the school administration to 
refuse funding and support for 
the program. 
Hearing about the Governor’s 
Council on Quality Education, 
Mr. Litowsky drafted a propos­ 
al and sent it off, hoping the 
council, just two years old and 
innovative in purpose, would be 
interested. 
It was. Of 227 proposals re­ 
ceived, Mr. Litowsky’s was one 
of eight — and the only per- 
forming-arts program — funded 
for 1973-74. 
With a $9,000 grant, Litowsky 
and company (drama teacher 
Roger Mahn from North High 
was his associate) set about 
putting together a cast and 
crew for the first production, 
given last December. 
The play they chose was 
“The Me Nobody Knows,” a 
successful rock musical written 
by a group of inner-city black 
children in New York. 
People came, and not just 
from the North and Edison 
communities but from subur­ 
ban areas as well. More than 
1,000 people saw the produc­ 
tions at both schools, and the 
post-play reactions were 100 per 
cent favorable. 
In April the second play, “Li­ 
lies of the Field,” was present­ 
ed on the same basis, three 
perform ances at North and 
three at Edison, and again the 
public responded with enthusi­ 
asm. 
Success also was indicated by 
the fact that one cast member 
who attended classes irregular­ 
ly at North never missed a 
rehearsal or a performance and 
now attends classes regularly. 
“ I t ’s 
been b eau tifu l to 
w atch.” Litowsky comments. 
“ You must rem em ber that 
many of them (Edison students) 
had never encountered blacks 
before and have backgrounds 
steeped in Archie Bunkerism. 
The eventual give-and-take in­ 
terchange was marvelous. They

audience,” he said. “ Yet every­ 
one agreed there were flaws in 
the show.” 
His assignment was to pin­ 
point the flaws and eliminate 
them before the series went 
into production for the fall sea­ 
son. 
Furia, 44, had been a writer 
much of his career and is the 
president of the Writers Guild 
of America. He previously 
produced “Kung Fu” and had 
been an associate producer in 
the earlier days of live TV. 
F u ria ’s im m ediate remedy 
was to establish a believable 
base for the show. He gave 
George Apple a job as a minori­ 
ty owner of the newspaper to 
provide a reason for his becom­ 
ing involved with people. 
He took away the look of 
affluence, and he put in the 
normal conflicts of family life. 
They will not be at each other’s 
throats but they will bicker and 
argue. 
“ Apple’s Way” was the first 
response to the success of “The 
Waltons.” It sought to capital­ 
ize on its low-key drama and 
warm family appeal. The show 
was, in fact, created by Earl 
Hamner of “The Waltons.” 
CBS gave Lorimar Produc­ 
tions the go-ahead for the show 
on Nov. 1. It was rushed into 
production without a pilot, with 
little preparation and the cam­ 
eras began to roll almost as 
soon as the first page of the 
script came out of the typewrit­ 
er. 
That haste was immediately 
evident on the screen when the 
show premiered Feb. 10. The 
show, plainly, was out of focus. 
The writers were not sure what 
direction to take, uncertain 
whether they were writing for 
“ The W altons” or “ Father 
Knows Best.” 
Furia sat through all 13 


shows, looked through the 
scripts to see how the material 
translated to the screen, then 
sat and brooded for a few days. 


His conclusion was that the 
show had an air of unreality. 


“ It wavered on a tightrope 
between a warm family drama 
and a sitcom — in the worst 
sense of the word, jokes,” he 
said. “The show had not found 
itself, which is a character dra­ 
ma. To do that you have to 
make people real.” 


The way the show is photo­ 
graphed was changed, too. 
“ Before, I thought it looked 
like a sitUwJon comedy,” Furia 
said. “The scenes were flatly 
lighted. The show was shot in a 
series of closeups, from one 
person to the next, like in a 
comedy. 


“ You stage and photograph a 
character dram a differently. 
There are subtle things that 
people may not be aware of, 
but they are aware of the re­ 
sults.”

It claim ed Liverm ore has 
adopted ordinances and regula­ 
tions that "place burdens” on 
new residential construction 
and are designed to reduce the 
possible 
population of Liver­ 
more from 70.000 to 58,000 
The contractors said the Liv­ 
ermore City Council passed an 
ordinance in 1971 that required 
a written school board state­ 
ment that there would be ade­ 
quate school facilities before 
tentative 
subdivision 
maps 
could be approved 
Such a statement would be 
provided only on payment of 
$800 for each residential unit, 
the suit said, meaning a price 
increase that falls only on new 
home buyers and not on exist­ 
ing residents. 
The suit said also that the 
council adopted an ordinance 
limiting issuance of residential 
permits to 1.500 per year. 
The suit also charged the city 
with adopting excessive and ar­ 
bitrary fees for construction of 
residential units and refusing to 
annex land that could be used 
for home development 
The city also rezoned a large 
part of Livermore from resi­ 
dential to agriculture. 
Earlier this year U.S District 
Judge Lloyd H. Burke declared 
unconstitutional an ordinance of 
the city of Petaluma limiting 
new housing units to 500 a year. 
He said this violated the consti­ 
tutional right to travel. 


D-Long Beach, passed the pow­ 
erful committee 11-5. 
One measure would appropri­ 
ate $3.9 million to the Teale 
Data Center to include the 
sprawling Department of Motor 
Vehicles in the consolidated 
sta te computer com plex, in­ 
stalled by International Busi­ 
ness Machines <IBM).

for the proposed computer con­ 
solidation program. The funds 
were designed to include DMV 
within the computer facility — 
which already serves more 
than 30 agencies and depart­ 
ments. 
"I think the legislation puts 
the show back on the road.” 
said Frank Walton, secretary of 
the Business and Transporta­ 
tion Agency, which includes the 
DMV. 
legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post said presently there are 
som e $8 million in claim s 
against the state by IBM and 
another $4 million in claims 
against IBM by the state over 
the controversial contract with 
the computer company.

Reagan 
administration 
has been pushing for the consol­ 
idation saying it would save the 
state money in the long run 
because of full utilization of 
computer equipment.

comments like. “Where’s the 
ignition0” and "I want a spirit­ 
ed horse,” floated through the 
crisp afternoon air. 


The horses, though, from one 
of the two stables near the 
park's entrance, seem ed to 
have heard before all the old 
jokes of beginning riders plus 


the bragging of the more expe­ 
rienced ones. 
They stood unp ertu rbed, 
swishing away a few flies, as 
they awaited their daily exer­ 
cise. 
Riding thf trails at the sea­ 
shore may not be exactly the 
sport of kings, but as the group 
on a recent afternoon found out, 


it’s a delightful way to view the 
m eadow s, creeks, flora and 
fauna and breeze-swept vistas 
of the park. 
Riders may bring their own 
horses, according to Leroy 
Brock, the head ranger, or rent 
from one of the two stables on 
Bear Vailey Road off Shoreline 
Highway near Olema.

The rules are few, he said — 
horsemen are advised to use 
common 
sense and courtesy 
when meeting hikers and to 
stay on the trails. On weekends 
Bear Valley trail is closed to 
stock, he said, but riders may 
choose the alternate fire trail, a 
beautiful ride among the trees 
and ferns to the top of the hill. 


That was the trail chosen for 
a two-hour ride by guide Bruce 
Rich for the Califomia-Massa- 
chusetts group and a couple of 
other riders.

office worker who recently an­ 
swered an ad for a “stable 
person," was off. (Rich re­ 
marked in passing that he has 
found the outdoor life at the 
stables to his liking and plans 
to stay on.) 


Once inside the park, he led 
the riders onto a path through a 
grassy meadow, where those 
who wished could trot or gallop 
their horses. The horses, who 
earlier had seemed unlikely to 
wish to move from their sleepy 
positions at the hitching post, 
responded to kicks and were 
off 


Soon the trail divided, and the 
group headed up the fire road. 
The trail was clearly marked 
through the bowers of ferns and 
trees — the scenery entrancing 
both the Californians and the 
out-of-staters.

while the riders stretched out, 
looking off toward the oncom­ 
ing fog from the ocean. 
Rich explained that a longer 
ride takes one down to the 
beach, 
where a picnic is a 
delightful possibility. 
Soon it was time to head 
down again, taking down the 
hillside, a trail which the horses 
knew w ell, across a creek, 
through the meadow and back 
to the stables. 
"How did you like your 
horse?” asked a youngster rid­ 
ing out to meet the group. 


Assured that all had gone 
well, he seemed pleased and 
rode on ahead. Like most of 
those who live near the park, he 
takes a proprietary interest in 
the beauty of the place. 


The afternoon ride to the top 
of the hill had taken close to 
three hours, but those whose 
pocketbooks or physiques are 
limited, can choose rides as 
short as an hour. 


The stable fees are $4 for the 
first hour and $3.50 for each 
additional hour or $18 a day, 


and 
reservations are recom­ 
mended on weekends. 
Those who have their own 
horses can park trailers at the 
park entrance and ride from 
there, ranger Brock said. Ri­ 
ders can even camp overnight 
if they get the necessary free 
permits. 
Climbing down off her horse, 
one of the girls from Massachu­ 
setts pronounced the ride a 
success.

LYNN, Mass. — The City of

The most famous treasure- 
seeker, Hiram Marble, spent 
almost 30 years, starting in the 
1850’s, digging a tunnel 135 feet 
long. 


This fall two Lynn Park De­ 
partment employees plan an 
attempt, using a new theory 
about the location of the trea­ 
sure cave. 
Traditionally, the site of the 
pirate's home and cave was a 
rocky promontory in Lynn 
Woods. Veal is said to have 
moved there when be was 
chased from the coast by Bri­ 
tish troops. 
After his sudden demise — 
trapped in his cave when one of 
New England's rare earth­ 
quakes occurred — the promon­ 
tory was named Dungeon Rock. 
There Hiram Marble dug a 
long, winding tunnel, believing 
he was directed by the ghost of 
Thomas Veal. 
Unfortunately for Marble, the 
supposed route to the treasure 
was not straight, since he 
recorded in a book that his 
ghosts told him, "We have a 
reason for keeping you from 
entering the cave at once.” 
The result of Marble's dig- 
ging and blasting with dyna­ 
mite is a long, twisting tunnel, 
with metal stairs near the en­ 
trance, then a downward spiral 
to the rigid, a turn to the left, a 
steep slope down, then another 
twist to the left, ending in a 
pool of muddy water. 
The tunnel was opened to 
tourists, for a fee, by Marble’s 
daughter, who was impover­ 
ished by her father's expensive 
digging. 
Now the land is owned by the 
City of Lynn and is frequently 
visited by schoolchildren who 
ride their bicycles to Dungeon 
Rock, carrying flashlights to 
explore the tunnel. 
The new search for the trea 
sure this fall will not take place 
in the tunnel, but at a nearby 
spot that the searchers think 
fits the description of Thomas 
Veal’s home. 
Robert Benson, Lynn’s park 
planner, explains that he and a 
friend have built a large, home­ 
made detector that can sense 


metal buried as deep as 26 feet. 
They will spend only part of a 
weekend in their search, he 
says, compared to the 30 years 
that Hiram Marble spent. 
The story of the treasure 
could be entirely false, notes 
Susan Eastwood, associate di­ 
rector of the Lynn Historical 
Society. 


The writer who included the 
tale of Thomas Veal in his 
history of Lynn refused to re­ 
veal his sources to a later 


historian, she explains. 
E.en the legend does not 
clearly state that Thom as Veal 
kept a treasure in his cave. It 
only mentions an earlier epi­ 
sode when Veal and three other 
pirates traded silver for iron 
shackles and handcuffs from 
the Saugus Ironworks 
The treasure, if it exists, may 
lie hidden until another of those 
rare New England earthquakes 
comes along and "unburies" it.

The most famous treasure- 
seeker, Hiram Marble, spent 
almost 30 years, starting in the 
1850’s, digging a tunnel 135 feet 
long. 
This fall two Lynn Park De­ 
partment employees plan an 
attempt, using a new theory 
about the location of the trea­ 
sure cave. 
Traditionally, the site of the 
pirate’s home and cave was a 
rocky promontory in Lynn 
Woods. Veal is said to have 
moved there when he was 
chased from the coast by Bri­ 
tish troops. 
After his sudden demise — 
trapped in his cave when one of 
New England’s rare earth­ 
quakes occurred — the promon­ 
tory was named Dungeon Rock. 
There Hiram Marble dug a 
long, winding tunnel, believing 
he was directed by the ghost of 
Thomas Veal. 
Unfortunately for Marble, the 
supposed route to the treasure 
was not straight, since be 
recorded in a book that his 
ghosts told him, “We have a 
reason for keeping you from 
entering the cave at once. ” 
The result of Marble’s dig- 
ging and blasting with dyna­ 
mite is a long, twisting tunnel, 
with metal stairs near the en­ 
trance, then a downward spiral 
to the right, a turn to the left, a 
steep slope down, then another 
twist to the left, ending in a 
pool of muddy water. 
The tunnel was opened to 
tourists, for a fee, by Marble’s 
daughter, who was impover­ 
ished by her father’s expensive 
digging. 
Now the land is owned by the 
City of Lynn and is frequently 
visited by schoolchildren who 
ride their bicycles to Dungeon 
Rock, carrying flashlights to 
explore the tunnel. 
The new search for the trea­ 
sure this fall will not take place 
in the tunnel, but at a nearby 
spot that the searchers think 
fits the description of Thomas 
Veal’s home. 
Robert Benson, Lynn’s park 
planner, explains that he and a 
friend have built a large, home­ 
made detector that can sense

metal buried as deep as 20 feet. 
They will spend only par1 of a 
weekend in their search, he 
says, compared to the 30 years 
that Hiram Marble spent. 
The story of the treasure 
could be entirely false, notes 
Susan Eastwood, associate di­ 
rector of the Lynn Historical 
Society. 
The writer who included the 
tale of Thomas Veal in his 
history of Lynn refused to re 
veal his sources to a later 


historian, she explains. 
Even the legend does not 
clearly state that Thomas Veal 
kept a treasure in his cave. It 
only mentions an earlier epi­ 
sode when Veal and three other 
pirates traded silver for iron 
shackles and handcuffs from 
the Saugus Ironworks 
The treasure, if it exists, may 
lie hidden until another of those 
rare New England earthquakes 
comes along and "unburies” it.

Their Bunco Ploys Don't 
Work On Honest People

LOS ANGELES — “I ’m a 
thief. I'm a good thief. I'm 
probably one of the best thieves 
in the United States. 
“When I get out of prison, I’ll 
still be a thief.” 
Police Detective C.L. Sanders 
is quoting a man he arrested a 
few years ago. The man es­ 
caped and was rearrested in 
another state. Extradited, he 
and Sanders becam e — to an 
extent — friends as they trav­ 
eled first from the East to 
California, then back again. 
“He told me that while in 
prison back East he had come 
up with an idea for a new con. I 
asked him what it was. He said, 
‘No way.’ He planned to use it 
when he got out.” 
The man still is in prison in 
the East and he faces a five- 
year term in California. 
After that, his new con may 
be learned — from experience. 
But for now, Sanders can’t wor­ 
ry about it. There are too many 
cons going on right now. 
Sanders worked fraud bunco 
some years ago, but switched to 
auto theft Recently he got back 
into fraud bunco. 
“I just get back,” he says, 
and what’s the first case I 
get? Slow-walking.” 
Slow-walking refers to the 
end of the particular caper. It’s 
not as famous as the pigeon- 
drop. Nor, in the field, as fam il­ 


iar as the sim ilar “ rock in the 
box” — involving the sale of a 
new television carton which 
winds up containing eith er 
rocks or a used, nonworking 
television set. 


But slow-walking is going on. 
There was a case June 14, 
another June 19, and a third 
June 29, all in suburban Torr­ 
ance. Another popped up re­ 
cently in nearby San Pedro. 
“This one,” says Sanders, 
looking at a stack of files, "is 
for $3,800. This one is for $2,000. 
And this one is for $450. ” 


The scam — worked on large 
companies — usually works this 
way: The phone man makes 
contact with an employee, of­ 
fering a television set at a 
reduced price, saying a large 
company is overstocked. Later 
he asks if any friends are inter­ 
ested, saying the com pany 
needs to rid itself of the sets for 
tax and inventory purposes. 
A meeting place is arranged. 
The con artist takes the cash in 
advance — naturally, only cash 
is accepted — then walks to­ 
ward the company’s loading 
dock, ostensibly to load the sets 
onto a truck for delivery. 
He just keeps walking which 
brought about the police term, 
"slow-walking.” 
Sanders says the victim is 
usually em barrassed. So much 
so, in fact, that he estimates 
there are at least twice as 


many incidents as are reported. 
The sam e scam , Sanders 
says, can be worked with things 
other than television sets. It is 
used for bulk liquor sales, for 
instance. 
People are constantly fooled. 
And there is no excuse. 
“ They normally claim to be 
selling Zenith sets,” Sanders 
says. “ And let’s face it, Zenith 
television sets are fair-trade 
items They cannot be sold be­ 
low a certain price, except dur­ 
ing factory sales. 
“ Also, two of the three here 
have gone down at Montgomery 
Ward. They sell their own prod­ 
uct. They don’t even carry Ze­ 
nith.” 
Sanders says people should 
be aware of anyone offering 
something for nothing. If it 
helps, he says there are three 
rings known to be operating 
and accents can be a tip. One 
group is from Boston, one from 
New York, and a third from 
Florida. 
When something is offered for 
nothing, the police should be 
contacted. 
Still, he sees the warning as 
wishful thinking to an extent. 
He’s thinking of his friend in 
prison. The guy told Sanders he 
makes $30,000 a month on the 
outside and has no plans to 
change occupations. But he told 
him something else: 
. “ He said bunco schem es - 
dóri 1 work’ oh 'honest people. ” ‘

Korean Leader's

SEOUL <l'PI) — A gunman 
killed the wife of South Korean 
President Park Chung-hee and 
a teen-aged schoolgirl today in 
an unsuccessful attempt to as­ 
sassinate Park as he delivered 
a nationally televised speech in 
a crowded theater. 


The second of the gunman’s 
four bullets struck Mrs. Park 
Young-soo, 49, in the head as 
she sat near her husband on the 
stage of the National Theater. 
She was taken to Seoul National 
University Hospital where doc­ 
tors operated on her for six 
hours. 


She died 84 hours after the 
shooting, with Park and the 
couple’s three children at her 
bedside. 


After his wife was carried 
from the stage, Park rose and 
said. “ Now I will continue my 
speech.’’ The television cam er­

Turk Advance 
Is Continuing 
Across Cyprus 


Surrender Of Island's 
Major Port is Claimed 


By IMTED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 
Turkish forces rolled up most of the northeast­ 
ern third of Cyprus today along the 65-mile “Attila 
line” and the Turkish Cypriot radio claimed the 
Greek Cypriot defenders of the island's major port 
of Famagusta had surrendered. 
A U N spokesman, h o w e v e r,-------------------------------------------- 
denied the claim. UPI corre­ 
spondent Michael Keats report­ 
ed fighting in the streets of 
Famagusta. 


American-built F4 Phantom 
jets of the Turkish air force 
pounded Greek Cypriot posi­ 
tions in the Famagusta area 
and bombed near the northern 
port of Lefka, Keats reported 
Keats said the jets reduced 
Fam agusta’s “ Golden Mile” of 
resort hotels to flaming rubble. 


Greece, powerless to inter­ 
vene m ilitarily against the 
Turks and furious over what 
Greeks widely considered a let­ 
down by the United States, 
threatened to expel the 4,090 
U.S. troops based in Greece, 
according to a high official in 
Athens. 


Mortar and machinegun fire 
was still rattling in the Cypriot 
capital of Nicosia when acting 
Greek Cypriot President Glaf- 
kos Clendes called an urgent 
meeting of his advisers. Greek 
officials insisted he was not on 
the verge of caving in to Turk­ 
ish demands for a separate 


Turkish Cypriot enclave on the 
island. 


In Turkey, an ebullient Pre­ 
mier Bulent Ecevit said the 
fighting on Cyprus was going 
“very well " Western diplomats 
said Turkey's aim was to win 
on the battlefield what it had 
been unable to accomplish at 
the abortive Geneva peace con­ 
ference: to secure a third of the 
island for the Turkish Cypriots 
who number one-fifth of the 
island’s 700.000 people. 


In 
W ashington. 
President 
Gerald Ford was reported keep­ 
ing close tabs on the situation 
However the United States and 
Great Britain were reported to 
have decided to keep hands off 
Cyprus for the moment. 


Even so. the U.S. guided mis­ 
sile cruiser Little Rock, flag­ 
ship of the U.S. 6th Fleet, re­ 
called its crew from shore 
leave and put to sea two weeks 
early for an undisclosed destin­ 
ation 
The Soviet Union sent 
three gunboats through the

No Gas Price Dip Seen 
By Oil Company Officials 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Officials 
of m ajor oil companies today 
scoffed at predictions of a dip 
in gasoline prices in coming 
months of up to six or seven 
cents a gallon. But an independ­ 
ent producer was slightly more 
optimistic. 
T reasury Secretary William 
E Simon predicted the drop in 
gasoline prices based on three 
conditions: that crude oil sup­ 
plies continue to rise, that the 
Arab 
nations 
do not reduce 
production and that world m ar­ 
ket prices are not raised arbi­ 
trarily. 
But officials of Exxon, Shell 
and Gulf oil companies said 
they doubted Simon’s predic­ 


tions would come true. Howev­ 
er, George Mitchell, president 
of the Texas Independent Pro­ 
ducers and Royalty Owners As­ 
sociation, said price decreases 
probably would be in the one to 
two cent per gallon range. 
Simon told reporters in Wash­ 
ington that economic pressures 
could reduce petroleum prices 
by as much as $3 a barrel, 
which he translated into reduc­ 
tions of up to seven cents a 
gallon at service stations. 
“Secretary Simon’s estim ate 
that gasoline prices might fall 
two or three cents a gallon for 
each dollar reduction in the 
weighted average price of all 
crude oil appears to be based 


Bar Opposition Seen 
For Nixon Immunity 


HONOLULU (U PI) - The 
outgoing president of the Am er­ 
ican B ar Association is predict­ 
ing approval of a resolution 
opposing legal

Nixon. 


The resolution before the 
ABA’s 340-member House of 
Delegates today does not men­ 
tion Nixon by name. But P resi­ 
dent Chesterfield Smith said the 
m easure resulted from W ater­ 
gate disclosures and was draft­ 
ed by a comm ittee with Nixon 
in mind. 


The resolution said, the ABA 
should continue “ its dedication 
to the principle of fair, just and 
im partial application and en­ 
forcement of the law regardless 
of the position or status of any 
individual alleged to have vio­ 
lated the law .” 
In an interview, at the ABA’s 
annual convention Smith said, 
“ The resolution should not m en­ 
tion anyone by name. Although 


if is aimed at the revelations 
about Nixon, it enunciates a 
general principle of law .” 
Smith predicted that a m ajor­ 
ity of the m em bers of the House 
of Delegates would approve the 
resolution, making it the offi­

“ Since gasoline prices still 
are controlled by the Federal 
Energy Administration, any de­ 
crease in raw m aterial prices 
will be reflected by lower prod­ 
uct prices,” the Shell spokes­ 
man said. 
“ Even if the conditions Mr. 
Simon cites prevails, Shell does 
not anticipate that a reduction 
would be in the magnitude of 
six to seven cents a gallon.” 
“ T here is a good chance 
there 
will 
be a small drop 
because the competition is com­ 
ing on strong,” Mitchell said. 
“ With the trem endous price in­ 
creases on the world m arket, 
there are surpluses of crude oil 
on short term s.” 
A Colorado gasoline industry 
official predicted a price war in 
the Denver area soon because 
independent gasoiine d ealers 
are underselling brand name 
outlets with the tacit approval 
of m ajor oil companies. 
“ You bet th ere’s a surplus of 
gasoline and 
it 
is 
going to 
unbranded dealers at less than 
wholesale,” said Al Hein, exec­ 
utive vice president of the Colo­ 
rado Petroleum R etailers Asso­ 
ciation. 


End Near For 
Ban On Gold 
Ownership 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Pres­ 
ident Ford has taken one more 
step toward ending a 40 year 
ban on gold ownership by U.S. 
citizens. 
Ford signed a law yesterday 
making it legal for Americans 
to buy and trade bullion as soon 
as the P resid en t gives the 
word, but no later than Decem­ 
ber 31, 1974. 
It is an open question whether 
ending the ban will touch off a 
new 
wave of speculation or 
w hether investors will greet the 
news with a big yawn. The 
price of gold has been rapidly 
rising and bullion appears to 
have become a speculator’s fad 
and a way for investors to hold 
off inflation. 
One New York corporation, 
Samuel 
Weiss Co., prom ptly 
announced that it has approval 
from the New York Stock Ex­ 
change 
to act as a 
bullion 
agent. It said it was going to 
make gold bars of $4,1, 5, 10, 25 
and 50 troy ounces. 
Americans have been barred 
from owning and dealing in 
gold 
since 
1934, 
in the law 
signed by President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt taking the nation 
off 
the gold standard. 
Most 
other nations have no such re­ 
strictive law. 
The only exception to the ban 
in this country is for industrial 
and artistic purposes and for 
personal use such as jewerly 
and coin collections. 
Ford took the gold action in a

of m alaria in

been reported recently in Butte, 
Sutter and Yuba counties, said 
Stephen Foster, a spokesman 
for the State Department of 
Health.

Farm Labor 
Bill Moves 
To Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
farm labor bill giving Cesar 
Chavez a chance to revitalize 
the dwindling ranks of his Unit­ 
ed Farm Worker Union (UFW) 
today is before the full Assem­ 
bly. 
Despite opposition from grow­ 
ers and the Teamsters Union, 
which represents most farm 
laborers, the bill advanced 
from the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee yesterdayon 
a narrow 12-6 bipartisan vote. 
Eleven votes were needed for 
passage 
No such bill has advanced 
this far in recent California 
legislative history. The mea­ 
sure (AB3370) allows secret un­ 
ion elections and secondary 
boycotts, one of the UFW's 
chief weapons. 
Some 400 of Chavez’ followers 
in the audience cheered when 
the vote was announced, but 
there was an absence of noisy 
demonstrations which marked 
an earlier hearing. 
The bill would create a state 
Agricultural Workers Commis­ 
sion to oversee farm labor elec­ 
tions determining which union 
would represent workers. 
The UFW had 320 growers 
and 55,000 workers under con­ 
tract a year ago, but Teamster 
organizing initiatives have cut 
UFW ranks to 12,000 workers 
and 15 growers under contract.

Speaker Leo T. McCarthy, the 
bill was authored by Assembly­ 
man Richard Alatorre, D-Los 
Angeles. 
The legislation is patterned

The task force would not have 
the powers —such as forcing 
rollbacks in wages and prices it 
thought inflationary — that 
former President Nixon’s Cost 
of Living Counsel had. 
The bill differs only slightly 
from Ford's original request. 
The committee added the secre­ 
tary of commerce to the task 
force, required quarterly re­ 
ports to Congress and terminat­ 
ed the task force as of June 30, 
1976.

“These 
competing uses in the area 
could result in significant water 
shortages by the year 2,000."

Inflation has been our No. 1 
domestic problem for quite a 
long time. Now that we are at 
fast rid of Vietnam and Water­ 
gate, perhaps it will get the 
attention it deserves. 
President Gerald Ford has 
3&rved notice that it will get his 
Mtention as top priority item. 
And in his address to Congress 
on Monday night, he had some 
good advice for all of us: Don't 
vote for the big spenders. 


MR. FORD, who is known as 
a “ good party man," served 
notice that he considers a firm 
stand against increased govern­ 
ment spending more important 
than party label. He said that 
in the upcoming congressional 
elections he will urge voters to 
support candidates, “ D em o­ 
crats or Republicans, conserva­ 
tive or liberal, who consistently 
\;ote for tough decisions to cut 
the cost of government, 
re­ 
strain 
federal 
spending, and 
bring inflation under control." 
In saying this, he reached the 
heart of the problem; for we. 
the voters, a r t responsible for 
inflated government spending 
that is a primary cause of the 
steady shrink in the value of 
the dollar. 
We 
are

for i: 
because we vote into office men 
and women who won't make 
those though decisions, who in 
stead promote special causes 
for the sake of votes.

Unmentioned 
is the fact that deficit spending 
by the federal governm ent 
causes a steady decline in the 
dollar’s value, diminishing our 
savings, our real earnings — 
and. along with them, our abili­ 
ty to do things for ourselves. 


ALL OF US should apply the 
same test that President Ford 
says he will apply — and not 
just to candidates at the federal 
level.

Ylthough regents and top management 
of 
the 
University 
of California 
have 
complained bitterly from time to time of 
the failures of Gov. Ronald Reagan and 
Finance Director Verne Orr to recognize 
the financial needs of the university, they 
have consistently acted in a manner not 
likely to win public sympathy for their 
complaints 
For instance, at their latest meeting 
the regents voted a 7.5 per cent salary 
increase for President Charles J. Hitch, 
djthough the salary increase for universi­ 
ty employees voted by the Legislature, 
with the governor's approval, was only 
-> 4 per cent 


It is one thing to give an assistant 
professor earning *12,000 a year a 5.4 per 
cent raise to adjust for cost of living. 
That is only about five bucks a week 
after deductions. But for Hitch, whose 
s.55.000 annual salary was already $6,000 
more than that paid the governor 
it 
means close to a $100 a week, which is 
more than many, paying the taxes to 
provide the salary, earn. 


THOSE FAMILIAR with government 
know that the inequity doesn't stop with 
Hitch Having raised his salary, it can be 
expected that similar raises, in excess of 
those granted the rank and file professors 
who do the primary job in education, will 
be accorded the rest of the university top 
brass 


These things might not be so much of 
an irritant to the public if everyone’s 
salaries were keeping pace with inflation 
It seems everyone is aware that this is 
not 
the case excepting 
those at 
the 


highest levels in the educational system 
Hitch and the regents constantly plead 
the need for more tax dollars to run the 
university. And each year the Legislature 
appropriates increasing amounts of tax 
dollars 
And if may be that the students are 
getting Ported in some areas of educa­ 
tional needs. 
Still, when the university has. in addi­ 
tion to the half billion tax dollars annual­ 
ly appropriated by the Legislature, funds 
from endow m ents, g ra n ts and other 
sources nearly equal to those given by 
the 
state, 
the needs become a little 
difficult to understand 


THEY GO BEYOND u nd erstan din g 
when the regents not only pass out salary 
raises to a privileged few, in excess of 
those given to all other employees, but 
divert endowment funds to bestow huge 
fringe benefits upon that chosen few after 
the Legislature had denied them 
For it was at that same meeting that 
the 
regents voted 
to 
use endowment 
funds to furnish Hitch and the chancel­ 
lors free housing, servants and entertain­ 
ment funds which had been slashed from 
the budget by the Legislature. 
The question raised by this action is, 
what are the students to be deprived of 
by this diversion of endowment money0 
And. 
if it was not 
being used, why 
couldn't it 
have been earm arked for 
some of the things which the regents and 
Hitch are representing to the governor 
and the Legislature can t be done for the 
students because of a lack of funds0 
The only conclusion to be drawn is that 
as far as Hitch and the regents are 
concerned, the top officials are not to be 
deprived anything, even though it means 
the educational needs of the students 
must be sacrificed

Nations Participate In U.N. 
But Refuse To Pay Dues 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The countries 
of the world point to their participation in 
the United Nations to suggest their own 
humanitarian impulses. 
But when it comes to paying the U.N. 
assessed dues, it is another matter. 
The General Accounting Office, Con­ 
gress’ fiscal watchdog agency, recently 
undertook a review of United Nations’ 
finances and U.S. efforts to help correct 
(he situation 
It found that as of the end of last year, 
92 nations owed more than $204 million in 
assessments, $132 million for the world 
organization’s peacekeeping activities in 
the Middle East and the Congo in the 
mid!950s and early 1960s. 


PEACEKEEPING, OF COURSE, has 
been the U.N. activity most people have 
pinned their hopes on. 
But when the organization levied the 
assessments, several nations questioned 
their legality and, despite a ruling in the 
U.N ,’s favor by the International Court of 
.Justice, continued to refuse to pay.

addition, 
another $72 million 
in 
outstanding dues relates to late payments 
and w thholdings by members for some 
regular budget items to which they ob­ 
ject. 
Attempts to solve the problem from 
within the U.N. organization date to 1965. 
but have not yet been successful and.

the membership has ignored the charter 
provision regarding their collective re­ 
sponsibility for the U.N. obligation. 


IN ITS REPORT, which was focused 
primarily on the U.S. role in efforts to 
alleviate the United Nations’ financial 
problems, the GAO generally praised the 
U.S. efforts carried out through the State 
Department. 
But the two agencies did disagree over 
the use of the collective responsibility 
clause of the U.N. charter in relation to 
financial difficulties. 
“ Inasmuch as a political accommoda­ 
tion will probably be required to settle 
the withholding controversy,” the GAO 
said, “ we recommend that the secretary 
of state, in any such accommodation, call 
upon all United Nations members to 
reaffirm the basic principle of collective 
responsibility.” 
But as long ago as 1965. the United 
States expressed its own reservation to 
the collective responsibility clause. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT has been 
pushing internal budgeting im p ro v e­ 
ments, and, independently of the GAO. 
been pushing for reform at the United 
Nations. 
But. as both the GAO and State agreed, 
unless the principle of collective financial

Latest Khadafy Turnabout 


Aligns Libya With USSR

takeover by revolutionary young officers 
led by Col Moammar Khadafy 
Since September, 1969, Khadafy has 
proclaimed unity with, among others. 
Egypt, the Sudan. Tunisia. Malta and 
Uganda 
Best publicized of these love affairs 
was the proclamation of unity with Egypt 
announced in a joint communique on 
Aug. 2. 1972. It declared that Khadafy 
and Egyptian President Anwar Sadat had 
agreed on the union of their two coun­ 
tries. 


YET WHAT DID WE HEAR on Aug 7. 
1974. two years later almost to the day? 
Sadat is accusing his erstwhile friend 
of plotting to blow- up the presidential 
retreat in Mersa Matruh on the Mediter­ 
ranean. of plotting to kill a prominent 
Egyptian journalist and of demanding 
return of French-built Libyan Mirage jet 
fighter bombers stationed in Egypt. 
A stiff note from Sadat to Khadafy 
noted 
the seeming close coordination 
between plans to blow up the Mersa 
Matruh guest house with word circulated 
by Libyan information sources that a 
coup might be expected in Egypt on July 
23 


AS EGYPT HAS SWUNG away from 
both Libya and the Soviet Union toward 
closer ties with the United States, Libya 
and the Soviets have moved closer to­ 
gether despite bitter ideological differ 
ences. Simultaneously, Khadafy’s accusa­ 
tions against 
the United States have 
grown more shrill 


How long this new romance will last is 
a logical matter for speculation 
Khadafy frequently has annoyed Mos-

cow with 
his denunciations of Soviet 
policies in the Middle East and of many 
Marxists. 
He supported Sudanese President Jaf- 
far Nimeiry against an abortive Commu­ 
nist coup in the Sudan and condemned 
the Sov iet Union as a “ colonialist power 
for its support of India against Pakistan 
in the Bangladesh war. As a show of 
disapproval he recalled his ambassador 
to Baghdad after signing of the Iraq 
treaty of friendship with Moscow 
Despite these barbs there was good 
reason 
for 
Moscow’s enthusiastic 
re­ 
sponse to Khadafy's unexpected over­ 
tures. 


LONG BEFORE MOSCOW gained its 
first real foothold in the Middle East with 
the distribution of arms to the Arab 
nations, it had sought to make Libya a 
base for its operations in the Eastern 
Mediterranean. 
After World War II the Soviets sought 
to become one of the occupying powers in 
former North African Italian colonies 
Among them was Libya. That move was 
blocked by the western allies. 
In March, 1972. the Libyans and Rus­ 
sians signed an economic and technical 
agreement which really never got off the 
ground 
In 
May of this year, on Khadafy's 
initiative, they tried again 
In a joint communique they pledged 
“every assistance" to the Palestine guer­ 
rillas It furthered Soviet moves to retain 
influence in the Middle East against 
American initiatives. And it gave support 
to Khadafy's hatred of Israel 
Presumably the agreement also includ­ 
ed undefined technical aid for Libya and 
perhaps some military aid in return for 
an increase in sale of Libyan oil to the 
east European Communist bloc

Ford Assures Continuation 
Of Gastronomical Detente 


One of Gerald Ford’s first 
acts as president was to ask 
Paul Delisle to stay on as 
maitre d’ of the Sans Souci 
Restaurant. As most people 
know, all the important govern­ 
ment decisions are made at 
lunch time at the Sans Souci, 
and the president felt it was 
essential to an orderly transi­ 
tion of government that no per­ 
sonnel changes should take 
place at the restaurant. 
A White House aide told me: 
“ We feel that Paul will serve us 
with the same loyalty that he 
served previous administra­ 
tions. The whole world is 
watching what we do, and I 
can’t think of a better way of 
instilling confidence than Paul 
remaining in this key post in 
government.” 


MANY AMBASSADORS who 
eat at the Sans Souci expressed 
delight at the news that the 
president asked Paul to stay on. 
“ We don’t know President 
Ford,” one told me, “ but we do 
know Paul and we can deal 
with him. I have already cabled 
my government that Mr. Deli­ 
sle will keep his maitre d' post, 
and despite the changeover in 
government, our country can 
still be assured of a table.” 
Lawyers and high officials of 
the media were also pleased 
that Paul would stay on. One 
leading pundit said: “ In this 
grave hour of crisis the country 
needs continuity. By asking 
Paul to keep his position Mr. 
Ford is saying, ‘No matter 
what happens America will 
* survive ’ ” 
As soon as the announcement 
was made I went over to see 
Paul to congratulate him on the 
appointment. 
He read a statement. “ I am 
proud and humble that the 
White House would ask me to 
remain in office. I promise to 
see that nothing but the prices 
will change at the Sans Souci. 
Despite the anguish of the past 
year and the shock that every­ 
one has undergone, we must 


never forget government offi­ 
cials still have to eat. We have 
to forget the past and look to 
the future. The Sans Souci 
stands ready to face the chal­ 
lenge. I will now take ques­ 
tions.” 


“ PAUL, IT SEEMS to me 


your major problem is going to 
be to take care of President 
Ford's aides who work at the 
White House. How will you be 
able to do this?” 


“ It will be hard at first be­ 
cause I won’t know who they 
are. Unless they make the res­ 
ervation in the name of the 
White House, I may make a 
mistake and turn them away, 
but as time goes on I will know 
where the power is and adjust 
my reservation list according­ 
ly.” 


“ But can you handle all this 
new business?” 
“ I believe I can. Many of the 
former Nixon aides are no long­ 
er in Washington, for one rea­ 
son or another, so their tables 
will be filled by the new re­ 
gime.” 
“ Will you still accept reserva­ 
tions from former Nixon people 
who have not been sent away?” 
“ Of course. They may have 
to wait until the present White 
House staff is fed, but as long 
as I am maitre d’ anyone who 
worked in the White House and 
can still afford it will be wel­ 
come. I still have customers 
from the Kennedy and Johnson 
administrations and, although 
they no longer have decision­ 
making powers, they get the 
same food as everybody else." 


“ONE LAST question. Some 
of the plotting of Watergate and 
the coverup took place at the 
Sans Souci. Did the FBI ever 
question you about what you 
knew?” 
“ Yes, but I couldn't give 
them much help. Every time 
they asked me about someone I 
always replied, ‘That wasn’t

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Ford Impresses Mayors 
In White House Meeting 


' WASHINGTON (UPI) - Thir­ 
ty mayors and governors, nor­ 
mally wary as alley cats let 
into the kitchen, went to the 
White House to talk to Presi­ 
dent Ford yesterday and came 
out purring like kittens. 


“The difference in this meet­ 
ing (and the past) was the 
difference between the sun 
shining and a drab day,” said 
Gov. Milton Shapp of Pennsyl­ 
vania after 15 governors of both 
parties met with the President. 
“We were impressed with his 
openness and honesty," Demo­ 
cratic Mayor Moon Landrieu of 
New Orleans told reporters on 
the White House lawn after 
Ford’s separate session with a 
bipartisan group of m ayors. 
‘ The warmth was a refreshing 
change over what we have had 
in the past.” 
"We feel very’, very good that 
there is a man in the White 
House who is listening to the 
c itie s,” said San Francisco 
Mayor Joseph Alioto after a 
one-hour session with Ford. 
Alioto, president of the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors, led a 36- 
m em ber delegation into the 
conference with Ford. 
Alioto and Los Angeles Mayor 
Tom Bradley sat on either side 
of the President as they dis­ 
cussed the plight of the nation's 
cities. 
“ It didn’t make any differ­ 
ence whether we were Republi­ 
cans, Democrats or independ­ 
ents, this was a new start,” 
Alioto said afterward. 
The two meetings were more 


than political “stroking” ses­ 
sions. By all accounts, Ford 
made it clear be would support 
the multibillion dollar general 
revenue sharing program the 
governors and m ayors have 
come to count on to balance 
their budgets, and that he 
would work to cut red tape in 
the tran sfer of funds from 
Washington to the states and 
cities. 
Ford also talked about the 
economy, and according to 
Gov. Calvin Rampton, Demo­ 
crat of Utah, made it clear “he 
had no magic formula to turn 
off the spigot of double-digit 
inflation.” 
That impressed Gov. Wendell 
Anderson of Minnesota, chair­ 
man of the Democratic Gover­ 
nors’ Conference: “ I like the 
fact that he was honest about

Mayor Keneth Gibson of New­ 
ark, N.J., a black Democrat, 
said he outlined his city’s use of 
revenue sharing funds to re­ 
duce property taxes, and “the 
President said he wanted to use 
the Newark figures as an exam­ 
ple of the effective use of gener­ 
al revenue sharing ” 
But everything was not rosy 
agreement. Democratic Mayor 
Abraham Beame of New York, 
while calling Ford’s demeanor 
“ very encouraging, very’ open 
—he wants to help,” expressed 
concern that the President 
wanted cuts in federal mass 
transit subsidies that were far 
below what his city needed. 
“He is not thinking in the 
same dollar amounts we are," 
Beame said 
Republican Gov. Arch Moore 
of West Virginia said Ford "cut 
the cloth square,” and called 
the meeting excellent. 
Gov. Winfield Dunn of Ten­ 
nessee. chairman of the GOP 
Governors Conferences, said he 
told the President his state was 
burdened by excessive record­ 
keeping under revenue sharing 
“ He got the message,” Dunn 
said. 
Shapp said he told Ford 
states had to deal with as many 
as 60 federal agencies on ener­ 
gy m atters. “ The President 
made a note of that,” Shapp 
said 
“ I think that situation 
may change." 


First Lady 
To Select 
A Secretary 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Betty 
Ford was expected to select 
Nancy Howe, who used to sell 
White House guide books, as 
her personal secretary. 
Mrs. 
Howe, of Lynchburg.

Ford’s vice 
presidency. The new first lady 
has not yet announced the 
names of other staff members. 
She was busy packing the 
family’s personal belongings to 
move into the White House on 
Monday. Ford has been com­ 
muting to the White House dai­ 
ly from his Alexandria, Va., 
home. 
Susan Ford, 17, was the first 
member of the family to finish 
her packing She is going on 
vacation next week and won't 
get settled in the White House 
until after she returns.

At home, she is a teacher of 
quilting and also designs and 
makes quilts for clients. Her 
skills are all the more remarka 
ble, since she taught herself to 
quilt after she was 49 years old 
“ Many of my friends had 
inherited quilts.” she revealed, 
“ but I knew I would have to 
make my own heirlooms.” 
Since it is traditional for each 
member of the family to be 
given a personalized quilt, and 
Mrs. Kakalia has seven chil­ 
dren and 29 grandchildren, she 
is continually working on those 
heirlooms. 


Hands On. said one of its 
organizers, is a school that will

Music Community Backs School

Music: Discuss contemporary 
styles and Marin County has to 
crop up 
There probably are 
more rock and pop musicians 
per square foot here than any­ 
where else 
So it's a wonder that none has 
done it 
before, establish the 
kind of music school that can 
provide a focus, a cultural and 
intellectual center, for all this 
energy and talent to come to­ 
gether 
\ place where musi­ 
cians can feel com fortable 
sharing their skill, experience 
and ideas 
Perhaps it has been tried, but 
the kind of money and organi­ 
zational ability req uired for 
such a project has not been 
there. Musicians, for the most 
part romantics like other art- 
jsts, deal in fluff, dreams, ab- 
-tra ctiu n s 
They 
push 
air 
around 
Whatever self discip­ 
line and 
management 
power 
they possess usually is spent 
keeping their own act together 
So it is with a considerable 
degree of enthusiasm that the 
local pop music community is 
getting behind a new venture: 
Family Light Music School 
The physical facility itself is 
taking shape on Harbor Drive 
in .Sausalito. where workmen 
and acoustical engineers are 


dividing up a former design 
studio into classrooms, practice 
rooms and offices. 
Family light brochures are 
seemingly everywhere that a 
musician or aspiring musician 
might 
be found, from music 
stores to bars and restaurants. 
What 
is impressive is the 
ambition of this effort Promo­ 
tional material lists 60 teach­ 
ers In stru m e n tal instruction 
will include piano, flute, saxa- 
phone, fiddle, violin, cello, 
classical harp, voice, lute, zith­ 
er. dulcimer, mandolin, Indian 
woodwinds, percussion and, ot 
course, guitar, including bass, 
pedal steel and dobro in styles 
ranging from rock, blues and 
jazz to bluegrass and country 
Pamela Polland, professional­ 


ly 
known as singer Melba 
Rounds, will teach the art of 
performing. Frank Kofsky. with 
a doctorate in jazz history, will 
lead a course in black music 
history Agent and m anager Di­ 
ane Sward will dissect the mu­ 
sic business. 
Also planned are courses in 
disc jockeying and recording 
techniques and even a class for 
roadies, 
those unsung heroes 
who transport from gig to gig 
the amplifiers, instruments, mi 
crophones and other gear that a 
modern rock band requires. 


Baton Twirlers Spin 
In San Francisco 


SAN FRANCISCO T PL - If 
you somehow got the idea that 
twirling a baton and tossing it 
high in the air is something that 
belongs in a nostalgia movie, 
then step into the San Francis­ 
co Civic Auditorium 


The United States Twirling 
Association is holding its Grand 
National Competition here, with 
3.500 twirlers from across the 
country, and some from Europe 
and Japan 


Maybe their mothers were 
dreaming of happier days gone 
by when they started these kids 
in the suburban twirling school. 
But the lithe young ladies and 
young men who strut and twist 
as they zip their silver batons 
through the air are putting as 
m uch e n th u siasm into their 
work as anybody did in the 
good old days. 


‘ This 
is 
the 
biggest 
meet 
vet.” says Jack Crum, head of 
the association 
“ It's getting 
bigger all the time ” 


Crum says nobody really 
jcnows how many boys and girls 
pre in baton twirling around the 
country but he said it is the 
tiggest youth activity next to 
scouting 


1 C o ntestan ts spend m onths 
practicing, maybe six or eight 
ihours a day, getting ready for 
ithe nationals. Then they have 


two minutes on the floor before 
the judges. 
Tiffany Lee, a pretty blonde 
8-year-old twirler from Indian­ 
apolis, Ind.. squats on the floor 
in her pink spangled tights. She 
has a tiny silver crown on her 
head. She is about to get her 
two minutes 
Three other little girls rush 
up to Tiffany and hand her a 
vase with three carnations in it. 
Then each clasps her little fin­ 
ger in Tiffany's little finger. 
That's the good luck gesture 
among twirlers 
Is dropping the baton a trage­ 
dy for a twirier? 
•‘It’s only five-tenths of a 
point,” says Barbara Monte De 
Rev, of Sacramento, Calif., the 
mother of twirler Maria De 
Rev, 7. “They are judged on the 
variety of their routine, the 
difficulty, speed, sm oothness 
and showmanship —20 points 
for each ” 
The most disastrous event of 
the meet so far happened to 
Kira Cutler. 9, of Sacramento. 
She was in her final spin, her 
baton flying. In the last intense 
maneuver to catch it, Kira fell 
and broke an arm 
That was two points against 
her. She will be back next year 


The 
list 
goes on 
and on. 
Behind all this is Jan Tangen. a 
28-year-old guitarist who has 
been performing and teaching 
since his college days in Berke­ 
ley 10 years ago. 
Tangen, a slight, wiry fellow 
with a Fu Manchu Moustache 
and enough nervous energy to 
power a 
set by the Rolling 
Stones, says the problem with 
most music schools is that they 
are. frankly, straight. General 
ly, 
they 
aren ’t 
the 
kind 
of 
places that a working musician 
learning his craft playing the 
dance club circuit, for example, 
can step in and teach a course, 
take a few himself and talk 
shop with other players in the 
same circles. 
There are exceptions. Blue 
Bear Waltzes in San Francisco, 
primarily 
a 
rock and 
blues 
school, 
and the Ali 
Akbar 
school in Fairfax, specializing 
in Indian music. But the direc­ 
tors of these have purposely 
limited their scope 
T a n g e n ’s motto, inscribed 
meticulously 
with a fountain 
pen in the looseleaf notebook he 
carries to keep track of his ever 
mounting appointments, is that 
‘•there are no limits.” He truly 
seems 
to believe it, as the 
array of courses in his school 
catalog suggests, and. more im­ 
portantly. seems to infect those 
around him with his optimism 
and confidence 
Over the past year, he has 
arranged the financing, found a 
building "that felt right for a 
music school” and developed 
most of the curriculum, assist­ 
ed by Ginger Lee, a former 
dan cer 
who 
most 
recently 
sharpened 
her administrative 
and business talents marketing 
women's fashions. 
Tangen, of San Rafael, was 
reared 
in 
Marin, graduating 
from San Rafael High School. 
As a boy, he was introduced to 
rock music through Elvis Pres­ 
ley, as so many his age were, 
and received his first guitar as 
a barmitzvah present. 
After high school, it was off 


to Berkeley, where he studied 
history 
at 
the University of 
California, dabbled in radical 
politics and discovered the 
blues. 
It wasn’t long before he aban­ 
doned plans to become a law­ 
yer, moved to W ashington, 
I) C., and studied guitar under 
jazz great Charlie Byrd. 
Since returning to the Bay 
Area in 1966 he has continued to 
refine his chops as a member of 
several musical groups, includ­ 
ing a 
four-month 
stint 
with 
Sylvester and His Hot Band 
Most recently, he played with a 
band called Change with broth­ 
ers David and Jon Fromer, the 
latter best known as the host of 
“Git Box Tickle,” a Bay Area 
television show aimed at intro­ 
ducing 
children 
to 
music 
through g u ita r playing and 
songs. 
Jon From er will teach chil­ 
dren's guitar classes at Family- 
Light . whose faculty is expand­ 
ing daily, according to Tangen 
“ At first,” he explains, “ we 
decided the courses and tried to 
find the best teachers we could 
Then musicians started calling 
me, 
even 
before 
we had a 
building, with offers to teach 
this or that. The enthusiasm is 
ov erw helm ing and it keeps 
spreading. The school name is 
totally 
appropriate. 
It really 
has become a musical family 
venture." 
P riv ate lessons are under 
way and group instruction is 
scheduled to begin sometime in 
September, when renovation of 
the school building is finished 
Already there are plans to 
open a nightclub, Family Light­ 
house, which will showcase stu­ 
dent talent, and to expand the 


sch o o l 
to 
include dance and 
other arts. 
“ Projects like this usually do 
go 
broke,” Tangen acknowl­ 
edges. “ But this can't miss,” he 
says with a confidence he cred­ 
it1- to Erhardt Seminar Training 
■est'. “There's so much happen­ 
ing, it’s hard just keeping a lid 
on it."

Killer Storm In Venezuela 
Losing Force Over Mountains

storm Alma swept over north­ 
western Venezuela and began

hundreds of persons from their 
homes. 


Officials in C aracas said most 
of those routed from their hous­ 
es lived along the eastern coast 
of Venezuela, where some of 
the 
sm a lle r

w ere 
forced to close for se v e ral 
hours as the storm passed 


Meteorlogicai 
authorities in 
C aracas said the winds dropped 
to gusts during the night and 
that by noon the storm will 
have left the mainland. 


Romulo M ann of the Venezu­ 
elan Air Force w eather office 
said there were reports of dam ­ 
age to housing in the Giuria 
area He said the roofs of some 
houses were tom off and some 
trees uprooted 
At 9 a m 
EDT the disor­ 
ganized center of the storm was 
estim ated just east of Lake 
M aracaibo and was m oving 
west at 28 miles an hour. 
Forty-seven of the deaths at­ 
tributed to Alma occurred when 
an airliner crashed Wednesday 
on the resort island of M argari­ 
ta, off the Venezuelan coast. 
The other victim was killed 
when the storm swept across 
the island of Trinidad with 55 
m p h winds. 
Officials at the National H ur­ 
ricane Center in Miami down­ 
graded the storm to a tropical 
depression today after top sus­

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Committee Report: Nixon 
Lied and Violated Laws 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In its 


final act on impeachment, the 
House Judiciary Committee 
concludes that Richard M. Nix­ 
on left the presidency for good 
reasons —he lied, violated laws 
and subverted the Constitution. 


The charges are spelled out 
in a report the panel will sub­ 
mit to the full House next week, 
explaining the actions it took on 
im peachm ent 
the 
past 
10 
months, laying out the evidence 
supporting the three articles of 
impeachment it adopted and 
offering conclusions on guilt. 
Nixon, faced with the certainty 
that he would be impeached 
and removed from office, re­ 
signed last week. 
“ For more than two years, 
the 
President 
engaged in a 
course of conduct which in­ 
volved deliberate, repeated and 
continued deception of the 
American people,” the report 
said. 
The 
com m ittee 
m em bers 
have until the end of tod *.y to 
submit any additional or differ­ 
ing views to the report, which 
exists only in draft form. The 
193-page draft was circulated to 
the 38 committee members late 
yesterday. 
Nixon violated federal laws, 
the report said, “ by engaging in 
a course of conduct or plan 
designed to delay, impede, and 
obstruct the investigation of un­ 
lawful entry, on June 17, 1972, 
into the headquarters of the 
Democratic National Commit­ 
tee; and to conceal the exist­ 


ence and scope of other unlaw­ 
ful covert activities.” 
That course, the report said 


in a conclusion justifying the 27- 
11 committee vote on July 27 
for Article One charging ob­ 
struction of justice, “caused 
illegal surveillance for political 
purposes, and the concealment 
of responsibility for that sur­ 
veillance, obstruction of justice, 
perjury, destruction of evidence 
—all of which are crimes.” 


Such conduct, the report said, 
was “ to the great prejudice of 
the cause of law and justice and 
su b versive of our C onstitu­ 
tion...” 


The draft outlined the evi­ 
dence supporting the abuse of 
powers article adopted by a 28- 
JO committee vote and said, 
“ The 
p a tte rn 
of con d uct 
charged in Article Two consti­ 
tutes a repeated and continuing 
misuse of the powers of the 
presidency...” 
It added: “ The abuse of a 
President’s power poses a seri­ 
ous threat to the lawful and 
proper functioning of the gov­ 
ernment and the people’s con­ 
fidence in it. It was for just 
such presiden tial m isconduct 
that the impeachment power 
was included in the Constitu­ 
tion.” 
So that future C on gresses 
would have the power to carry 
through with the impeachment 
process, the report stated its 
case for adopting Article Three 
by a 21-17 vote, charging Nixon 


with 
failing to comply with 
committee subpoenaes. 


“ Unless the defiance of the 
committee’s subpoenas under 
these circumstances is consid­ 
ered grounds for im peach ­ 
ment,” the report said, “ it is 
difficult to conceive of any 
President acknowledging that 
he is obligated to supply the 
relevant evidence necessary for 
Congress to exercise its consti­ 
tutional responsibility in an im­ 
peachment proceeding. 


“ If this were to occur, the 
impeachment power would be 
drained of its vitality. Article 
Three, therefore, seeks to pre­ 
serve the integrity of the im­ 
peachment process itself and 
the ability of Congress to act as 
the ultimate safeguard against 
im p ro p e r p re sid e n tia l co n ­ 
duct.” 


The report, handiwork of spe­ 
cial counsel John M. Doar, will 
be submitted to the House next 
week as if Nixon had not re­ 
signed and impeachment were 
still going on. The House had 
planned to take up the articles 
next Monday, but now there are 
no plans for either approval or 
disapproval of the report. 
Committee Chairman Peter 
W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., has em ­ 
phasized 
repeatedly that the 
report establish for history’ that 
the articles of impeachment 
were justified. “ Tomorrow and 
tomorrow and tomorrow people 
will look back on how we han­ 
dled this," he said. 


Bill Revived To Allow Larger 
Trucks On Nation's Highways 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Leg­ 
islation to allow bigger trucks 
on the interstate highway sys­ 
tem, once thought dead for this 
session of Congress, has been 
revived by the public works 
committees in both House and 
Senate. 
The House committee has at­ 
tached both big truck and wider 
bus m easures to a $20.4 billion 
m ass tran sit bill ten tatively 
scheduled for debate today. The 
Senate Public Works Commit­ 
tee has agreed on a separate 
big truck bill. 
The A m erican Autom obile 
A ssociation wrote all House 
members, urging defeat of the 
section which would increase 
truck w eights and lengths. 


Bill Is Signed 
Which Increases 
Congress' Funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Ford has signed a bill 
providing the $708 million need­ 
ed to keep Congress and its 
agencies operating through the 
current fiscal year. 
The Legislative Branch Ap­ 
propriations Act, signed yester­ 
day. will provide an increase of 
$46 9 million for Congress over 
the amount appropriated in fis­ 
cal year 1974. 
The Senate will get a boost of 
$9.5 million and the House an 
increase of $11 million. 
The increases will go for fed­ 
eral contributions to employe 
health insurance, expansion of 
House and Senate staffs and 
increased pay costs. 


“ Available evidence indicates 
that large trucks pose a grave 
threat to the safety of all driv­ 
e rs," said AAA official John de 
Lorenzi. 


Rep. William Harsha, R-Ohio, 
ranking 
Republican on the 
House Public Works Commit­ 
tee. argued that larger trucks 
would mean fewer trucks on the 
road, contributing both to safe­ 
ty and environmental consider­ 
ations. 
The House bill would increase 
the 
present 
maximum 
truck 
weight of 73.280 pounds to about 
90.000 pounds, which would 
have to be spread along the 
axles of a truck according to a 
“ bridge fo rm u la.’ ’ M axim um 
ax le 
w eights 
would 
be in­ 
creased from 18,000 pounds to 
20.000 pounds for a single axle 
and from 32,000 pounds to 34,000 
pounds for a tandem axle. For 
the first time, there would be a 
federal length limit of 65 feet, 
although states could set short­ 
er lengths. 
In addition, maximum bus 
width would increase from 96 
inches to 102 inches. 
The Senate Public Works bill 
would deal only with truck 
w eights, adopting the sam e 
axJe weights as the House bill 
but with a maximum weight of 
80.000 pounds 
Harsha, House GOP Leader 
John 
Rhodes of Arizona and 
GOP policy committee chair­ 
man Barber Conable of New 
York said in a joint news con­ 
ference that they supported the 
heavier truck weights. 
The news conference was 
called mainly to denounce the 
m ass transit bill as inflation­ 


ary. Rhodes said he would rec­ 
ommend a presidential veto un­ 
less the dollar amount of the 
bill was not trimmed substan­ 
tially. Republicans plan to offer

Better Business Bureau 
Issues Warning On Firm

many aliases and enterprises, 
is hack in San Francisco after a 
mysterious absence of four 
years, the Better Business Bu­ 
reau of San Francisco warned 
this week. 


Donald W 
Schwartz, presi­ 
dent of the San Francisco BBB, 
identified Rappaport's latest 
enterprise as Excel Health 
Foods at 4754 Million Street, 
which is operating without a 
permit from the San Francisco 
Bureau of Environm ental 
Health 


Investigation by the Better 


Business Bureau showed that 
receipts or sales slips were not 
always given, prices were 
switched either up. for the un­ 
suspecting. or down, to get a 
sale, at the whim of Rappaport. 
Schwartz reported that the 
BBB files on Rappaport date 
back to lt* 6 6 when he attempted 
to establish his AAA TV Appli­ 
ances in Daly City. 
'The Better Business Bureau 
of San Francisco has kept 
abreast of Rappaport, his alias­ 
es, activities and advertising, 
and has publicly advised con­ 
sumers and newspapers that 
caution should be exercised in 


dealing with any firm owned or 


operated by Maurice Rappa­ 


port,” said Schwartz. “ The bu­ 


reau is now again warning the 
public." 


Among aliases used by Rap­ 
paport are Michael Howard, 
Maury Rapo, Roger Benmng, 
Leslie Clifton, Michael Rafford, 
Aaron Clark, R. Jordan, Mi­ 
chael St. John, Charles White, 
Chester White, M Morris, Rog­ 
er Blair, Mike Arnold and 
James Morris.

NEW YORK (APi - Since the 
economy is the number one 
problem,

Ford's honeymoon isn’t likely 
to have an indefinite run. 


Eventually, if not immediate­ 
ly, he must decide on what anti­ 
inflation course he will pursue. 
And that means he might of­ 
fend large segments of econom­ 
ic society, despite his desire for 
cooperation and mutuality. 


The schools of economic 
thinking today can be divided 
and subdivided more sharply 
than at almost any time in a 
decade or more. In the ex­ 
treme, one side insists on an 
economic straightjacket, the 
other urges more freedom. 


This division is partly the 
legacy of five years of experi­ 
mentation that led the Nixon 
administration back to where it 
began — tight money, a spend­ 
ing holddown, a balanced budg­ 
et 


Alan Greenspan, who was 
Nixon's choice to be chairman 
of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, exem plifies this 
thinking. Arthur Burns, head of 
the Federal Reserve, does to a 
large degree. So does Herbert 
Stein, outgoing council chair­ 
man. 


But those economists more 
identified with the Democrats, 
such as Walter Heller, Otto 
Eckstoen and James Tobin, all 
advisers in the Kennedy-John- 
son years, disagree sharply. 


They suggest that modera­ 
tion, exceptions to the rule, 
special handling of sensitive 
issues such as housing — even 
a 
little experimentation — 
might still be called for, despite 
Nixon's failures in these direc­ 
tions. 
Perseverance in a tight mon­ 
etary-fiscal policy, they believe, 
might lead to social dislocations

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
California Youth Authority said 
yesterday its youthful offender 
population has become “older, 
harder and more delinquent- 
oriented” as local communities 
put state-financinced probation 
supervision programs to work 


In a report released by the 
CYA, figures showed that insti­ 
tution “ w ard s” were being 
committed in greater numbers 
for violent crimes. Nearly 34 
per cent of those committed in 
1973 were for crimes like homi­ 
cide, robbery and assault. 


In addition, three times as 
many youths were carrying 
weapons when they were ar­ 
rested in 1973 compared to 1965. 
And 28 per cent of the “wards,” 
which now' average 18 years of 
age, have used alcohol to ex­ 
cess 


“They’re getting older, har­ 
der and more delinquent-orient­ 
ed." said CYA spokesman Art 
German “They are those from 
whom society needs protec­ 
tion." 


German said the figures re­ 
flect local efforts to keep less 
serious offenders in the commu­ 
nity where they are “ more easi­ 
ly dealt with "

Judges H it 


By Ruling 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Only judges who are attorneys 
may preside over crim inal 
trials for offenses punishable by 
a jail sentence, the California 
Supreme Court ruled yesterday. 
The court held unanimously 
that use of non-attorney judges 
in such cases violated the de­ 
fendant’s due process of law 
unless he had waived that right. 
The ruling will apply only to 
trials which begin after the 
opinion is final in 30 days. The 
court ruled in the cases of 
Lewis Gordon, charged with 
disturbing the peace in Yuba 
City, and Santiago Arguijo, 
charged in Grover City with 
drunk driving. 
Both men objected to being 
tried 
in justice court and 
claimed they had a right to be 
tried by a judge trained in the 
law. The Supreme Court agreed 
in an opinion written by Justice 
Louis H. Burke. 
The court said that there was 
a reasonable likelihood that 
non-attorney judges would be 
unable to provide a fair trial to 
defendants facing jail sen­ 
tences. It noted that although 
the judicial council gives a 
three-hour examination to non- 
attorney justice court judges, it 
is far less rigorous than a state 
bar examination. 
“ We also note the absence of 
any requirement of college or 
law school education in order to 
qualify as a justice court 
judge,” the court said. 
The opinion pointed out that 
n o n -atto rn e y ju s tic e co u rt 
judges may continue to function 
in civil cases and in criminal 
cases not involving a possible 
jail sentence. They may also 
serve in cases in which the 
defendant or his counsel waive 
the right to disqualify them. 
Non-lawyers preside in 129 of 
the state’s justice courts, locat­ 
ed in 49 of the state’s

Integration Effort 
Proves Successful

MINNEAPOLIS - Not all 
school-integration efforts are 
massive and elaborate. High 
school speech and drama teach­ 
er Jack Litowsky is getting 
results his own way — on a 
small scale and without fan­ 
fare. 


Combining the talents of stu­ 
dents from two schools in two 
vastly different communities, 
Litowsky has succeeded in ra­ 
cially mixing both actors and 
audiences for the first time at 
Edison High here. 


His project is called “School 
and Commimjty Theater Two" 
— meaning two schools, two 
communities, two plays. The 
schools are Edison High, devoid 
of black students, and neighbor­ 
ing North High, which has a 38 
per cent minority-group enroll­ 
ment, most of whom are black. 


For years the two communi­ 
ties, though not in active con­ 
flict, have suffered from racial 
m isunderstanding. When pic­ 
tures from the plays appeared 
in the Edison yearbook, it was 
the first time in the school’s 
history that black faces peered 
out from its pages. 


"The barricades that have 
been broken down are truly 
incredible,” says Litowsky. a 
teacher of 14 years — the past 
10 at Edison — who. coinciden­ 
tally. is a North High graduate 
of 20 years ago. 
In 1971 Litowsky did "Dark of 
the Moon" and involved people 
from the community in techni­ 
cal areas. It worked well. About 
this time people began talking 
of improving the transition be­ 
tween junior and senior high 
school. Also, Litowsky began 
thinking about a northeast com­ 
munity theater. 
"All these forces were work­ 
ing together in my mind.” he 
says. "But then — and most 
important — the city's school- 
desegregation ruling took ef­ 
fect, and Edison was not includ­ 
ed in the plans I began to think 
that maybe a play could be a 
device for integration 
It was touchy ground 
The 
concept of two schools from two 
racially diverse com m unities 
and one play, let alone two, was 
not looked upon as a great idea 
whose time had come. "Risky,” 
"courting disaster,” "unrealis­ 
tic,” and even “nontraditional” 
were some of the reasons used 
by the school administration to 
refuse funding and support for 
the program. 
Hearing about the Governor’s 
Council on Quality Education, 
Mr. Litowsky drafted a propos­ 
al and sent it off, hoping the 
council, just two years old and 
innovative in purpose, would be 
interested 
It was. Of 227 proposals re­ 
ceived. Mr Litowsky’s was one 
of eight — and the only per- 
formmg-arts program — funded 
for 1973-74 
With a $9,000 grant, Litowsky 
and company (drama teacher 
Roger Mahn from North High 
was his associate) set about 
putting together a cast and 
crew for the first production, 
given last December. 
The play they chose was 
"The Me Nobody Knows,” a 
successful rock musical written 
by a group of inner-city black 
children in New York 
People came, and not just 
from the North and Edison 
communities but from subur­ 
ban areas as well More than 
1,000 people saw the produc­ 
tions at both schools, and the 
post-play reactions were 100 per 
cent favorable 
In April the second play, “Li­ 
lies of the Field,” was present­ 
ed on the same basis, three 
perform ances at North and 
three at Edison, and again the 
public responded with enthusi­ 
asm. 
Success also was indicated by 
the fact that one cast member 
who attended classes irregular­ 
ly at North never missed a 
rehearsal or a performance and 
now attends classes regularly. 
“ I t ’s 
been 
b ea u tifu l to 
w atch.’’ Litowsky com m ents 
"You must rem em ber that 
many of them (Edison students) 
had never encountered blacks 
before and have backgrounds 
steeped in Archie Bunkensm. 
The eventual give-and-take in­ 
terchange was marvelous.

audience,” he said. “ Yet every­ 
one agreed there were flaws in 
the show.” 
His assignment was to pin­ 
point the flaws and eliminate 
them before the series went 
into production for the fall sea­ 
son.

The three Bostonians were 
not horsemen, as they quickly 
revealed.

LYNN, Mass. — The City of 
Lynn has housing problems, a 
rent-control controversy, arson 


investigations, and — perhaps 
— a buried pirate treasure. 


An early history of Lynn tells 
of a pirate named Thomas Veal 
who was buried, along with his

treasure, in a 1658 earthquake. 
Many attem pts have been 
made to find the treasure 
Some people have relied on so- 
called clairvoyants, others on 
metal detectors to guide them 
to the legendary gold. 
The most famous treasure 
seeker, Hiram Marble, spent 
almost 30 years, starting in the 
1850’s, digging a tunnel 135 feet 
long. 


This fall two Lynn Park De­ 
partment employees plan an 
attempt, using a new theory 
about the location of the trea­ 
sure cave. 
Traditionally, the site of the 
pirate’s home and cave was a 
rocky promontory in Lynn 
Woods. Veal is said to have 
moved there when be was 
chased from the coast by Bri­ 
tish troops. 
After his sudden demise — 
trapped in his cave when one of 
New England's rare earth­ 
quakes occurred — the promon 
tory was named Dungeon Rock. 
There Hiram Marble dug a 
long, winding tunnel, believing 
he was directed by the ghost of 
Thomas Veal. 
Unfortunately for Marble, the 
supposed route to the treasure 
was not straight, since he 
recorded in a book that his 
ghosts told him, “ We have a 
reason for keeping you from 
entering the cave at once. ” 
The result of Marble’s dig 
jpng and blasting with dyna­ 
mite is a long, twisting tunnel, 
with metal stairs near the en 
trance, then a downward spiral 
to the right, a turn to the left, a 
steep slope down, then another 
twist to the left, ending in a 
pool of muddy water. 
The tunnel was opened to 
tourists, for a fee, by Marble’s 
daughter, who was impover­ 
ished by her father's expensive 
digging. 
.Now the land is owned by the 
City of Lynn and is frequently 
visited by schoolchildren who 
ride their bicycles to Dungeon 
Rock, carrying flashlights to 
explore the tunnel. 
The new search for the trea 
sure this fall will not take place 
in the tunnel, but at a nearby 
spot that the searchers think 
fits the description of Thomas 
Veal’s home. 
Robert Benson, Lynn's park 
planner, explains that he and a 
friend have built a large, home 
made detector that can sense 


metal buried as deep as 20 feet. 
They will spend only part of a 
weekend in their search, he 
says, compared to the 30 years 
that Hiram Marble spent. 


The story of the treasure 
could be entirely false, notes 
Susan Eastwood, associate di­ 
rector of the Lynn Historical 
Society.

Their Bunco Ploys Don t 
Work On Honest People

LOS ANGELES — “I’m a 
thief. I'm a good thief. I'm 
probably one of the best thieves 
in the United States. 
“When I get out of prison, I’ll 
^till be a thief.” 
Police Detective C.L. Sanders 
is quoting a man he arrested a 
few years ago. The man es- 
caj>ed and was rearrested in 
another state 
Extradited, he 
and Sanders became — to an 
extent — friends as they trav­ 
eled first from the East to 
California, then back again 
"He told me that while in 
prison back East he had come 
up with an idea for a new con I 
asked him what it was. He said, 
'No way.’ He planned to use it 
when he got out.” 
The man still is in prison in 
the East and he faces a five- 
year term in California. 
After that, his new con may 
be* learned — from experience. 
But for now, Sanders can’t wor­ 
ry about it There are too many 
cons going on right now. 
Sanders worked fraud bunco 
'■ome years ago, but switched to 
auto theft Recently he got back 
into fraud bunco. 
“I just get back,” he says, 
and what's the first case I 
get? Slow-walking.” 
Slow walking refers to the 
end of the particular caper. It s 
not as famous as the pigeon- 
drop. Nor, in the field, as famil­ 


iar as the similar “rock in the 
box” — involving the sale of a 
new television carton which 
winds up containing either 
rocks or a used, nonworking 
television set. 
But slow-walking is going on 
There was a case June 14, 
another June 19, and a third 
June 29, all in suburban Torr­ 
ance. Another popped up re­ 
cently in nearby San Pedro. 
“This one,” says Sanders, 
looking at a stack of files, “is 
for $3,800 This one is for $2,000. 
And this one is for $450." 


The scam — worked on large 
companies — usually works this 
way: The phone man makes 
contact with an employee, of­ 
fering a television set at a 
reduced price, saying a large 
company is overstocked Later 
he asks if any friends are inter­ 
ested, saying the company 
needs to rid itself of the sets for 
tax and inventory purposes. 
A meeting place is arranged 
The con artist takes the cash in 
advance — naturally, only cash 
is accepted — then walks to­ 
ward the company’s loading 
dock, ostensibly to load the sets 
onto a truck for delivery. 
He just keeps walking which 
brought about the police term, 
“ slow-walking ” 
Sanders says the victim is 
usually embarrassed So much 
so, in fact, that he estimates 
there are at least twice as 


many incidents as are reported. 
The sam e scam , Sanders 
says, can be worked with things 
other than television sets. It is 
used for bulk liquor sales, for 
instance. 
People are constantly fooled. 
And there is no excuse. 
“They normally claim to be 
selling Zenith sets,” Sanders 
says. “And let’s face it, Zenith 
television sets are fair-trade 
items They cannot be sold be­ 
low a certain price, except dur­ 
ing factory sales. 
“Also, two of the three here 
have gone down at Montgomery 
Ward They sell their own prod­ 
uct. They don’t even carry Ze­ 
nith ” 
Sanders says people should 
be aware of anyone offering 
something for nothing. If it 
helps, he says there are three 
rings known to be operating 
ami accents can be a tip. One 
group is from Boston, one from 
New York, and a third from 
Florida. 
When something is offered for 
nothing, the police should be 
contacted. 
Still, he sees the warning as 
wishful thinking to an extent. 
He’s thinking of his friend in 
prison The guy told Sanders he 
makes $30,000 a month on the 
outside and has no plans to 
change occupations. But he told 
him something else: 
. “ He said bunco schem es 
don’t work’ on'honest ’people/*'
